Im Jahre 1917 beginnen in allen kriegfiihrenden Landern die 
groBen Rekrutierungen, die das Menschenmaterial herbeischaffen 
sollen fiir den Endkampf, der schlieBlich doch einmal kommen 
muG, Hat man die zur Verfiigung stehenden Jahrginge schon ein- 
gezogen? Auf welche Truppengattungen sind sie verteilt worden 
und vor allem, wann sollen sie so ausgebildet sein, daB von ihnen 
eine Verstirkung der feindlichen Heere zu erwarten ist? Das sind 
Fragen, die im Augenblick weder von J. Matthesius noch von Anne- 
marie Lesser zu beantworten sind, so oft auch militarische Stellen 
diese Fragen stellen. Man muB da noch ein paar Wochen warten, 
bis die Ausgehobenen sicher eingeriickt sind, dann kann man erst 
in den Garnisonen des feindlichen Landes erkunden lassen. 

Ein Tag bevor die diesbeziiglichen Anweisungen an den Haupt- 
agenten in Paris abgehen sollen, geschieht etwas Unerwartetes. Uber 
die Schweiz kommt ein Kurier und bringt aus Paris eine entsetz- 
liche Nachricht. Dort hat man zu ermitteln vermocht, daB die fran- 
zosische Gegenspionage schon seit Wochen eine Liste in der Hand 
hat, auf der die genauen Personalien der wichtigsten, in den groBen 
Staédten Frankreichs stationierten Agenten verzeichnet stehen. Ein 
Mann hatte eine Unvorsichtigkeit begangen, war ergriffen und als 
deutscher Agent entlarvt worden. Die Behérden hatten ihm nicht 
nur die Rettung vor dem Tode, sondern auch die Freiheit und eine 
groBe Geldsumme zugesagt, wenn er seine Gefahrten verriet. Er 
hatte nicht gezaudert, sein Leben zu retten. 

Der Hauptagent in Paris, ein deutscher Offizier, teilte mit, daB 
man nicht wisse, wen alles der Mann verraten habe, daB es ihm 
sogar unbekannt sei, wieviel der entlarvte Agent iiberhaupt von den 
Personen und dem Gang de” deutschen Nachrichtendienstes in 
Frankreich gewuBt habe. Eines war aber sicher, daB der Haupt- 
agent selbst verraten war, und er schrieb, da8 dieser Brief, mit dem 
er diese entsetzliche Nachricht tibermittelte, vielleicht der letzte 
sei, den er aus Frankreich herausbeférdern kénne. Der Haupt- 
agent teilte mit, daB er trotz allem auf dem Posten bleibe und sich 
als Offizier betrachte, der vor dem Feinde stehe. 

Als Annemarie Lesser diesen Chiffrebrief entratselt hatte, schob 
sie den Text wortlos dem.Herrn J. Matthesius hiniiber. Diese Nach- 
richt traf die beiden schwer. Augenscheinlich verfolgten die Fran- 
zosen die Taktik, die Agenten zunachst einmal ruhig weiter arbeiten 
zu lassen, sie aber im stillen zu beobachten, um sie dann mit einem 
groBen Schlage simtlich ausheben und an die Wand stellen zu 
k6énnen. Sicherlich wiirden sie das in einem Augenblick tun, in dem 
es ihnen ganz besonders darauf ankam, ihre MaBnahmen hinter der 
Front zu verschleiern. 

Gelarnig den Franzosen dieser Plan, dann war es sicher, daB die 
deutsche Heeresleitung gerade in einem Augenblick nicht mit Nach- 
richten versorgt wurde, in dem die Franzosen einen entscheiden- 
den Schiag planten. Als man sich iiber diese Konsequenzen klar 
geworden war, erklirte Mademoiselle docteur: _ 

»Ich werde nach Paris fahren.« In der ganzen Zeit ihrer Zusam- 
menarbeit war es das erstemal, da8 J. Matthesius den ernstlichen 
Versuch machte, sie von einem gefihrlichen Vorhaben abzubringen. 
Drei Tage brauchte Annemarie Lesser zu den Vorbereitungen fiir 
ihre gefahrliche Fahrt. Drei Tage Jang bekam sie Matthesius nicht 
zu Gesicht, und als sie dann zu ihm kam, da fuhr er sie an: 

»Wie kommen Sie denn in dieses Zimmer? Was wollen Sie denn 
hier? Wer sind Sie?« 


Es dauert selbst fiir die scharfen Augen des Herrn Matthesius .

Madchen mit tizianroten Haaren, mit unreinem Teint, schlampigem

Dieses Madchen fragt nach einigen Tagen in Paris in einem noch 
sauberen, aber verschlissenen, blauen Mantel, und mit einem un- 
miéglichen Strohhut mit roten Bandern bei den Stellenyermittlerin- 


nen riach Arbeit. Sie stammt aus der Normandie, ihre Herrschaft,— 


die mit ihr in Toulon war, hat sie in Paris entlohnt, es waren Eng- 
lander, die nach Hause gefahren sind.

Jung an, aber sie kann sich nicht entschlieBen, ste geht durch die:

Auch hier kénnte sie an zwei oder drei Stellen gleich da bleiben, 
aber sie will sich immer wieder die Sache noch einmal iiberlegen, 
und so fragt sie am Abend auch den Pfértner eines groBen Hauses 
in der Rue Francois, das die Nummer drei trigt. Dieses Haus steht 
im ErdgeschoB anscheinend leer, im ersten Stock sind Biiros und im 
zweiten und dritten betreibt man ein Hotel garni.

Der Hauptagent und drei seiner Leute entkamen 
iiber die spanische Grenze, die andern wurden simtlich verhaftet, 
als sie den Zug bestiegen. 

Ein Dutzend Manner, die den Tod nicht fiirchteten, verschieden- 
artigster Nationalitat, riickten von Berlin aus auf den verschieden- 
sten Wegen an ihre Stelle in das Land des Feindes ein, um das 
Werk der auseinandergesprengten oder verhafteten Agenten fort- 
zufithren. 

Das Haus Rue Francois 3 in Paris ist kein gewéhnliches Haus. 
Sowohl die Biroriume, wie das Hotel garni sind erst seit kurzer 
Zeit hier etabliert. Um es kurz zu sagen, in diesem alten und etwas 
unheimlichen Kasten befindet sich jetzt das Zivilbiro der Zentral- 
stelle fiir die Spionenabwehr in Frankreich. In den Biros sitzen 
franzosische Offiziere in Zivil, das Hotel garni ist geschaffen zur 
Beherbergung der Agenten, die aus den verschiedensten Gegenden 
und Lindern zu allen méglichen Stunden in Paris eintreffen. In 
den Biiros brennt Tag und Nacht Licht, in den Gastzimmern des 
Hotels garni sitzen stindig Minner und Frauen, reden und hiéren 
zu, gehen und kommen. Niemals hiitte sich Mademoiselle docteur in 
dieses Haus getraut, wenn sie hitte befiirchten miissen, da8 ihr ehe- 
maliger Freund, der Unteroffizier aus der uniformierten Spionage- 
abwehrabteilung, die natiirlich mit diesem Geheimbiiro in der Rue 
Francois Hand in Hand arbeitete, noch auf seinem Posten gewesen 
wire. Aber sie wuBte, daB er schon seit geraumer Zeit als Sous- 
lieutenant zur Truppe eingeriickt war. 

Der Concierge dieses Hauses hatte Annemarie, die einen unerhért 
ehrbaren und phantastisch dummen Eindruck machte, nach oben 
an die Verwalterin des Hotels garni gewiesen. Hier stellte man sie 
fir ein recht geringes Entgelt an, sie erhielt dazu freie Kost und 
ein Logis in einem Zimmer zusammen mit drei andern Madchen, 
und sie tibernahm dafiir die Verpflichtung, zu scheuern und zu 
waschen. 14 Tage lang arbeitete sie hier. Sie wusch die Treppen 
auf, sie fegte. diese unendlich schmutzigen, alten Gastzimmer aus, 
reinigte das Geschirr, und sie kannte nur eine Erholung bei dieser 
schweren und ungewohnten Arbeit, eine Erholung, die ungeheuer 
gefahrlich war und die noch einmal ihr Schicksal werden sollte. 

An den Abenden dieser Tage, an denen sie die Treppen herauf 
und hinunter gelaufen war, an denen ihr der Abschaum des inter- 
nationalen Agentengesindels in die Waden gekniffen hatte, an denen 
sie ihren Hunger mit schmaler und unsauberer Kost hatte stillen 
miissen, an den Abenden dieser Tage brachte die Morphiumspritze 
sie in eine andere Umgebung. In dieser Zeit kam es, daB diese 
Spritze mehr als einmal am Tage ihre Funktion erfiillen muBte. 

Nach zwei Wochen beginnt sie ihre Faden zu ziehen. In den 
Nichten, ab 1 Uhr, wenn die Offiziere gegangen sind, sitzen bis zu 
den frihen Morgenstunden nur zwei Unteroffiziere in den Biiros 
der ersten Etage. Dann mu8 in den Zimmern in Anwesenheit der 
beiden Soldaten sauber gemacht werden. Dieser Dienst geht unter 
den Madchen des Hauses reihum, und es ergab sich bald aus dem 
Gespriich zwischen Annemarie Lesser und ihren Kolleginnen, daB 
sie von den vier Madchen die armste war. Der Nachtdienst, das 
nichtliche Reinigen, war diesen Méadchen, die am Morgen. um 


_7 Uhr, und manchmal schon friiher, wieder, auf dem Posten sein 


muBten, eine Qual, und so begriBten es die drei Kolleginnen, da8 
sich die vierte gegen ein geringes Entgelt bereit fand, diesen Dienst 
stindig zu tibernehmen.

An dem Sonntag, mit dem die vierte Woche der Anwesenheit der 
Mademoiselle docteur in dem Haus in der Rue Francois begann, 
an diesem Sonntag hatte dieser Unteroffizier allein Dienst.

In dieser Nacht sah der Unteroffizier das Madchen aus der Nor- 
mandie erstaunt an. Wo hatte er nur seine Augen gelassen? Dieses 
Madchen war doch eigentlich sehr hibsch! Die sonst teilnahms- 
losen und triiben Augen glanzten férmlich vor Munterkeit, sie 
neckte ihn, und auf einmal trat sie, wihrend er an einem Tisch saB, 
hinter ihn, und hielt ihm im Spiel die Augen zu. Lachend faBte 
der Unteroffizier nach ihren Gelenken. Plétzlich fiel ein Tuch iiber 
seine Augen, er fihlte etwas Feuchtes, widerlich SiiBes, vor seiner 
Nase und vor seinem Mund, das Blut brauste in seinem Schidel, 
und er wuBte nicht mehr, was um ihn geschah. In dieser Nacht ver- 
lieB ein Miidchen in blauem Mantel das Haus Rue Francois 3, das 
viel jiinger und hibscher war als das Dienstmédchen aus der Nor- 
mandie.

Am Morgen spielte der Telegraph aus dem Haus in der Rue 
Francois an alle Grenzstationen und an alle die eaageiel ok Grenz- 
stellen, denen die Bewachung der Ziige Pflicht war. Der’ Telegraph 
tickte wihrend des ganzen Tages, denn es war Schreckliches ge- 
schehen. Ein Unteroffizier in dem zivilen Biro der Spionageabwehr- 
stelle war betaéubt worden. Alle Akten, Listen und Papiere iiber die 
franzésischen Agenten nicht nur in Deutschland, sondern auch in 
den neutralen Lindern, waren geraubt, und die Taterin war ver- 
mutlich eine Person, die als Dienstmadchen Aufnahme in dem Hause 
gefunden hatte. 

Der Telegraph spielte vergebens. Zwar hatte er veranlaBt, daB 
samtliche Frauen, die die Grenzen des Landes passieren wollten, 
auBergewohnlich scharf auf ihre Identitat, ihre Papiere und ihr Ge- 
pack untersucht wurden, aber auch diese MaBnahme half nichts. Es 
gibt in der Geschichte der Spionage den Bericht von einem Abend, 
an dem eine Frau von Frankreich aus auf verborgenem Wege iiber 
die Grenze auf Schweizer Land floh. Auf den letzten 500 Metern 
vor der Schweizer Grenze wurden spater drei Manner aufgefunden — 
Grenzwachter und ein Soldat . . . jeder von diesen drei Mannern 
hatte eine Revolverkugel in der Brust. 

In Deutschland aber holte man zum groBen erfolgreichen Schiage 
gegen die feindliche Spionage aus. (Fortsetzung im Buch) 


Ein Urteil: 


Auch ein Heldenbuch! Es ist ein dunkles, von sehwarzen und 
blutigroten Schatten verhangenes Kapitel der Politik und der Mili- 
térpolitik aller Machte: die Spionage. Geniale Abenteurerlust, oft 
miBverstandene Romantik, dazu schlechtestes Menschentum, Gier 
nach Geld, vereinen sich bei den Persénlichkeiten, die einmal dem 
Zwange, Spion zu sein, verfallen sind, und schon aus dieser gegen- 
sitzlichen Zusammenstellung der Grundlagen fiir eine erfolgreiche 
Spionage ergibt sich der Querschnitt der Menschen, die in ihr ar- 
beiten. Sie haben, wie man zu sagen pflegt, fast alle einen »Knax«, und 
wenn es auch manch einen geben mag, der sich aus reiner Aben- 
teurerlust mit diesen dunkien Geschiften abgibt, so ist doch die 
Mehrzahi der Spione aller Linder einem Kreis von Menschen ent- 
nommen, die auf dieser Erde nichts mehr zu verlieren haben, und 
denen es gleichgiltig ist, ob sie tiglich und stiindlich mit dem 
einen FuB im Zuchthaus, mit dem andern vor dem Rand des frisch- 
aufgeschiitteten Grabes stehen. Merkwirdig nur, daB auch Frauen 
ganz besonders von der Art des Spionen angezogen werden und sich 
ihr mit weiblicher Leidenschaft, aber auch mit ungemein groBer 
Intelligenz hingeben.

reichen, was beabsichtigt war, sondern der Erfolg blieb immer nur 
wenigen, einzelnen Menschen, mutigen und genialen Persénlichkeiten 
vorbehalten. ; 

Uber diese will ein Buch berichten, das‘H. R. Beradorff unter 
dem Namen »Spionage!« im Verlage Dieck & Co in Stuttgart so- 


eben herausgebracht hat. Es streift darum nur ganz kurz den ver- 
kappten Spion, der als Inspektor der internationalen Schlafwagen- 
gesellschaft durch Europas Linder jagt, die kleinen Tanzerinnen 
und Choristinnen, die aus Geldhunger sich dem gefihrlichen Ge- 
schift widmen, den wenigen jungen Soldaten, die, in Schulden ge- 
raten, GroBspionen in die Hinde fielen und nicht mehr von ihnen 
loskamen; es erzéhlt auch nur fliichtig von den z.T. ungeheuren 
Summen, die fiir das Spionagewesen aufgewendet wurden, so in 
RuBland Millionen von Rubeln; es spricht nur nebenbei von dem 
groBziigigen Versuch englischer Spione, Tauben mit kleinen Kameras 
auszuriisten, an denen ein Uhrwerk befestigt war, das zu einer be- 
stimmten Zeit beim Fluge iiber deutsche Festungen einen Film zur 
Abrollung brachte.

Be After things had quietened down in the 
autumn of 1925, he was deprived of his post as Capt- 
ain of the militia owing to his friendliness to us. 
An attempt was also made to murder him for the same 
reason. Various British firms did their best to 
give him employment, but on each occasion he proved 
to be too big for his boots and he had to leave. 

4. As to his subsequent history, I am not too 
clear. I know that various concerns, Mackenzie 
and Company, Asiatic Petroleum Company, Butterfield 
and Swire and Jardine Matheson and Company have tried 
to help him from time to time with money or other- 


wise. Late in 1927 he appeared again in Chungking 
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and I got hima job as Staff Officer to one of the 
local Generals. As far as I can understand his 


story, he had to resign his post owing to the old 
threats to himself. One of his friends was murder- 
ed, and he was given a strong hint that if he stayed 


at Chungking the same thing would happen to him. 


At any rate, whatever was the cause of his leaving, I 


understand that he will not go back to Chungking on 
any account. 


He has addressed various petitions 
to the British firms; to ourselves; to the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs and, I rather gather, 


to yourselves (letter of June lst 1929 to "British 
Consul), trying to get employment. Hence this letter 
to you.

On about the 10th instant Iu wei Chuang ( #iV'R™ ) 
and his wife Chen Shu Ju ( PB ibn) applied to this Consulate 
for a visa for the Netherlands Nast Indies. The man said 
to be owner of the Mao Tsung Trading Co.,Sannomiya-Cho 3 Chome 
Noe33, Kobe. The fact that their passports were issued by 
the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs of Kiangsu and not by 

the Chinese Consul General at Kobe seemed suspicious to me, 
so that I asked my colleague in the latter city for parti- 
culars. I am informed now that the Mao Tsung Trading Co. 
was founded in Kobe in March 1928 by a certain Iu Mao Tsung. 
This man embezzled Yen 70,000.-from various banks and firms 
and fled to China in July of this year. Perhaps Lu Mao Tsung 
and Lu Wei Chuang are the same person. 

The two applicants for vises were at the time accom-~ 
panied by a Japanese Ro Shiki Ki (4% A, EAP) or in Chinese 
Iu Suh Chi Lang, who had a passport, issued by the Governor 
of Hyogo Prefecture (Kobe) in the course of this year,and 
said to be a nephew of Lu Wei Chuang. 

It further appears that Ro Shiki Ki and Lu Mao Tsung 
are brothers, natives of Formosa and Japanese subjects. 

If the police should know something about the where-= 
abouts of these people at Shanghai I should be glad to 
be informed.

Sir, 

Reference to the attached the subject of 
Soviet Agents and Communists is a matter which receives 
our due attention, and necessary action is taken on receipt 
of reliable information. We have already been apprised 
of the possibilities of Soviet Agents taking advantage 
of the disturbances in North China to avail themselves 
opportunity te come through into China under the cloak 
of being refugees from the war area. The information 
given in this Dispatch shewsSthat there is no definite 
information of the arrival in Shanghai of any of these 
Soviet Agents. In respect of the above we have no infor- 
mation of any arrivals here and due note will be taken by 
us of any new arrivals for observation and inquiries 
regarding their activities in Shanghai.

After residing 
for one night in the Navy Y¥.M.C.A., Szechuen Road, he 
removed on April 12 to the Chinese Y.M.C.A. where he 
ocoupieA room No. 16. Soon after his arrival here, 
he cot into touch with several mysterious Indiana, 
Chinese and Japanese and visited various addresses 
at which Europeans rarely call. The Indians with whom 
he was in touch ineluded an employee of the ¢ Chinas _FEess : 
naned Erappa who is known to be hostile both to the 
British Government and Municipal Police. On one occasion 
Erappe and Allen went together to the Sikh Gurdwara. 
Allen's Chinese assooiates included several persons of 
the student type who live fin Jukons Road and in an 
alleyway off Scott Road. Some of the Japanese with 
whom Allen has been seen frequent the Great China 
Restaurant, No. 188 Szechuen Koad, and the Oriental 
Hotel, Nanking Road. 

On May 24 Alien left the Chinese Y.U.C.Ae and 
removed to the Hongkew Hotel, North Szechuen Road, 
where he was joinad by his wife who is believed to have 
arrivod in Shanghai on May 25.

Dear Labour-Friends: 

By order of the imperialists, their masters, the 
Kuomingtang militarists are fighting a desperate battle.

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THE G.P,U.---THE SOVIET'S DREADED SECRET ORGANI ZATION 


The G.PaU. is a Soviet espionage organ formed after 
the Russian Revolution. It is under the direct control of 
the Soviet People's Committee. The organization of the 
G.P.U, is as follows: . 

(1) Military Department, Members of this department, 
numbering some 100,000, are seattered in the Red army, 
frontier troops and 211 other military organizations 
both inside and outside the country. The greatest 
number are to be found among troops stétioned in the 
Far East. Their duties are to keep observetion on the 
reactionary elements in the Army and to make secret 
enquiries about the military activities and constructiona 
of foreign countries on the frontier. 

(2) Foreign Depertment. Members of this departwent are 
disguised 4s employees of Soviet diplomatic orgéns in 
foreign countries, merchénts, travellers, homeless White 
Russians, etc. Their duties are to pry out diplomatic 
and militery secrets of foreign countries, propagate 
Communism, direct class warfare, snd keep 4 watoh on 
Soviet officials, merchmnts and White Russians in 
foreign countries. 

(3) Intelligence Department. The duty of this department 
is to collect various information end supply it to 
Government org@na, 

(4) Administrative Department, This department is in 

charge of all intemal administrative affairs of the 

GoP.U. 

Printing Department. This department prints and 

supplies members of the G.P.U. with Communistic 

pamphlets and publications, 

The G.P.U. has a total membership of between 
160,000 and 200,000, and may be s@id to be a secret 
organization posséssing the same powers as the Police, the 
Military Police and the Judicial organs. 

The Intelligence Department is the most importent 
department in the G.P.U. Apart from its own members, the 
members of the Communist Party in the Union also have it 
8s their duty to report any anti-Communist organization that 
they may discover, end in foreign countries traitors are 
employed to act as spics. Thus the total number of persons 
working under directions of the G.FP.U. directly or 
indirectly amount to more thén a million. 

Efforts are being made to increase the number of 
members of the G.P.U. Usually the persons whom the G.P.U. 
desires to become members are forced to do so on p®in of 
losing their ordinary employment, 

Inside the U.8.S.R., G.»P.U. spies can be found in 
every class of people from Government officials dow te 
labourers, a 

When any plot against the Soviet Government is 
discovered, the plotters are not immediately arrested, 
Instead, the G.P.U. deteils its members to get into the — 
secret and help the plot to develop until 411 the persons 
taking part in it are know to the G.P.U. They are then 
arrested en bloc. Not long ago an anti-Stalin organization 
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&ttache to the Soviet Embassy in Great Britain, was reoelled 
to his country and executed for being concerned in the affain 

A number of G.P.U, members are charged with the 
special duty of investigating the people's private property. 
Persons found in possession of property in excess of the 
legal limit will have their property confiscated; to some 
extent their lives will @lso be in danger, 

Spies attached to the Foreign Department of the 
GeP.Ue Carry out extensive activities in the interior parts 
of foreign countries, Foreign Communists are utilized, 
while large quantities of money are spent to buy over 
foreign traitors. Kurota, a Japanese clerk employed by 
the Soviet Embassy in Japan, and Otake, Director of the 
Russian Affairs Study Bureau of Japan, who were arrested 
following the February 26 outbreak in Japan, belonged to the 
latter category of persons, The Foreign Department spends 
$60,000,000 annually, half of which is used to pay foreign 
traitors. ; 

There is a passport forging office in the 
G.ePeU. able to forge the passport of any country. Many 
G.P.U. spies, armed with forged U.S.A. passports and 
disguised as Americans, are in Japan and China carrying out 
their missions. Many Soviet spies in foreign countries 
belong to the General Staff of the Red Army, but their 
espionage activities are confined to military secrets, 

insurgents against the Soviet Government, when 
arrested by members of the G.P.U., are publicly sentenced to 
death or secretly executed according to circumstances, 
Sometimes Sssassination is resorted to. 

When & person upon being arrested by the G.P.U. 
refuses to make a statement, he is prevented from sleep by 
having a strong light direoted against his eyes. After two 
or three days, the person becomes mentally deranged or even 
mad, He then gives out information or discloses secrets 
required by the GeP.U. 

The G.P.U. is also very active in watching the 
foreign spies in U.S.8.R. The search of the British 
Exbassy in U.8.8.R. and the detention of the Ambassador a 
few years ago wes one of the actions of the G.P.U. 

Undoubtedly the G.P.U. will play an active part 
in the next World War. 
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Soviet military espionnage in China. 


At present, work by the Soviet Red Army Intelligence Office 
is being conducted in foreign countries as it was during the Tsarist 
regime. Always keeping in mind the main military principle that, for 
successful military operations, it is necessary to study in detail 
the military strength and technical preparedness of a potential 
enemy, the Bolsheviks attach great importance to the work of their 
Wer Intelligence Office. 


The Bolshevist military intelligence department, so far as the . 
importence of the work xm performed by it is concerned, is held xm 
by the Bolsheviks to be equal to that of the Komintern end G.P.U. 
although it is kept in the background. Profiting from the lessons of 
the Great War, the Bolsheviks have organised their espionnage sys- 
tem on 2 large scale. They have retained all what is useful from the 
old Csarist army and put it into operation adjusting it to the mm. 
modern conditions of international espiongsze. 


The Bolsheviks have not spent stich a long time uselessly in. the 
orgenisation of their present system whichie tookmm a definite form 
only at the beginning of 1927. It can be asserted wikkne with the 
greatest confidence that at present there is no country in which 
the Bolsheviks do not have their network of spies. — 


Of course, the soviet espionage work im foreign countries en- 
counters great difficulties. Contrary to opinion prevalent abroad 
that USSR is spending very large sums of money on so-called destruc- 
tives work, it must be stated that this. allegation is true only 
with regard to the Komintern and the Profifttern. Thesé two organise- 
tions, it is true, swallow up the greatest amount of the funds while 
the war intelligence work is poorly paid. The War Office officials are 
alweys complaining sbout this injustice and state that°if even half 
of the amount spent by the Komintern were to be given to them,j they 


would produce more profitable work than the Komintern dees anf this 


latter could thus be dissolved. The lack of money not unfrequently 


spoils their work by not permitting them to carry out ell their 


The intelligence agents receive instructiona almost by every 
post to observe economy as. much as possible. Thus the agents are of- 
ten obliged to spend their own salery which they ere refunded only 


_two months lete&. The money question, however is a secondsery one. The 


main difficulty lies in the fact that the soviet secret agents, who 


'Yeside in foreign countries, are being carefully watched not only by 


the police and secret agents of the cdéuntry in which they :reside, 
but, aiso by the all secret agents of other countries. Bveryone is 
trying to detect the soviet secret agents, who always: form an.inte- 
resting subject for detection. Espionage work is a sort of Sport. 
as.in sport, the opponents try to outwit their ehemy, so in a similar 


_manner every agent does his best to outwit the enemy agent. The only 
difference is that in sport one has one's opponent before one, whereas — 


in espionage work one has first to find out” one's enemy.

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e Goviet Socirlist Republics nowever not unfrecuently 
gotrin good results from this work, owing to certain particuler features 
of the orgrnisstion and to the selection of the personal staff. The 
staff of soviet svnies in foreien countries is selected not from amongst 
persons desiring engege in this work, but from those who in the opinion 
of the soviets mey be useful snd necessary. Tnis system is responsible 
for the fret thet soviet secret »gents are very seldom recelled which 
rractice trkes plece among the other foreign official representotives 
rt Loscovw,. 


4 The vresent erticle deals oriy witn the esvionjiage work of the 

ye: Wer Office Intelligence -nd chieftly of the staff of the Sibe- 
rian Militcry District whose territory borders China. 

There are orerating simulteneously in Chinese territory two 
distinct esvionege organisations of the Red Army. The Intelligence 
Office of the Red Army General Staff with its headquarters in iloscow, x 
end the Siberian Army Corps Intelligence @ntelligenco Brench Office 
with its heedocuarters at Novo-Sibirsk. For convenience sake we will 
designete the first es herdquerters No 3 rnd the second as Headquarters 
No 7 which correspond to their respective official designations in the 
general scheme of the organisation of the Red Arny. 


These orgrnisations have divided the whole of Chine into two 
sections - Southern and Northern end seat of the Southern section 
for both organisations is at Shanghai, whereas the Northern seat of 
No 3 heedcuerters is in Herbin while that of Wo 3 heedouarters is at 
Pokranichnsis Reilwey stetion.. 

For practical purposes and more effective management No 7 Heedourrs 
ters hrs established its Branch Intelligence Office at Vliadivostock 
which is mancged by the Assistant Chief of No 7 Headquarters. in order 
to observe secrecy he resides there in disguise. The official position 
of the Assistant Chief of No 7 Heedcuarters at Vledivostock is that of 
the Director of the scientific Institution "The Bureau for the Export 
rnd Import of Beans" Several sneci-lists work in this Burenu but the 
rmejority of the staff ere militery officers attached to No 7 Headquer- 
ters. 

Sometimes the Chief of the No 7 Hendqusrters at Vledivostock offi- 
cially represents other comuercial orgrnisations. This is made possible 
through the monopoly of all the foreign and home trade which is in the 
hands of Director of Gostorg. Gostorg is kept informed of the actual 
activities of the Chief of No 7 Heedauerters at Viladivostock end ren- 
gers him every assistance. Such adoption of functions by the chief of 
NO 7 Headquarters es a commercial renresentative teke plece in the 
negotiations of all soviet trading institutions with foreigners when 
the presence of representetive of the G.P.U. is imperative. 


In addition to this Bureau, which is menaged by the Chief of No 7 
Headqucrters, there exists in Vladivostock still snother department 
closely connected with it, whose chief is one of the assistants of the 


Chief of No 7 Headquarters. It is called the "Bureau for foreign vessels - 


service". In this case the majority of the agents rre lixewise members 
of No 7 Headquarters. These two institutions, so to speak. are mono- 
polised by the ataff of No 7 Headquarters for their particulrr work. 


There are quite a number of other ; ree institutions in which 
egents of NO 7.Hendquarters are employed on a secondary jobs and the 
chiefs of said institutions neve. suspect them to be working for the 
intelligence office. among such institutions at Viadivostock are the 
following: "The Commercial Agency of the Chinese Eestern Railway", 

"The Egersheld Corn Stock Exchange" etc. All these institutions present 
consicerable interest to the War Intelligence Office owing to their 
constant intercourse with foreigners. 


By indirect pressure on the part of these Intelligence Branches, 
the above institutions strive to foster nnd increase their relations 
with foreign countries. Usually this is effected under the guise of 
comercial onerations and should the relations promise good results 
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for the War Office the commerciel interests are not teken into account. 
These institutions through their indirect participation in Wer Office 
Intelligence work, ellow this letter to place at their aisnosal = grea- 
ter number of rrents than they can efford to pay. Every agent of No 7 
Headquarters who is commissioned to any of these institutions, receives 
his renumeration from the latter, whereas No 7 Headquarters pay him 
only a smell allowence. This permits the Wer Office_to economise on its 
estimates and to use the surplus for the employment of more sgents. 
Intellirence agents, posted in the various ingtitutions, receive lighter 
jobs which do not demand too much of their time, which letter is emplo- 
ying for intelligence work. In addition agents work overtime for which 
they do not receive eny salary. 

In the War Cffice edministration there exists an order to the effect 
thet should overtime work be practised this meens that the employees 
are incaveble of carrying out their work and are liable to dismissal 
from the army, but this order does not affect the secret service agents. 
These Istter work constantly without eny limit of time. The informer of 
the No 7 Headquarters do not come under this rule. They, like the agente 
of the G.P.U. do not work in Herdquerters offices. Their work consists 
exclusively in trecing out secret egents of foreign countries, i.e.foreig: 
spies. 


No 7? Neadouarters has e large number of informers at its disposal, 
whose task consists chiefly of reporting on foreign secret agents. For 
instance at Vladivostock all "Laundries" and "Barber shQps" end foreign 
pusinesses of a similar noture heve long since been "spotted*® and their 
activities turned to profit by NO 7 Headuucrters. Should any of these 
kind of business show signs of resistsnce, they are simply *liquide- 
ted without further edo. For instsnce, it was discovered that a lady 
teacher terching e foreign lancuage at the Virdivostock Infantry school, 
worked for a certain foreign country. Futther observation proved that 
she worked elone i.e. without asuistance of informers. The attempt to 
win her by the G.P.U. proved unsuccessful therefore she was deported 
from the Mnritime province end forbidden to work in any of the militery 
institutions. 

A similar case napnened to the owner of a shop dealing in militory 
articles who wes suspected of being sny. The business did not show any 
profit to the owner elthough he pnide very high texes. At the suggestion 
og No 7 Hepdouzrters the Finence Inspector increased the taxes to an 
emount whic e gross receint. The owner paid them witnout protesting, 
which only served to heighten the suspicion against him. As there was 
no other evidence against him, he was arrested after a cereful search 
of his premises and imprisoned for two months. Finally he was deported 
from the Meritime Province. 

Now we shall see how the espionage work of the No 7 Headquarters 
is organised. The Vladivostock branch of No 7 Headquarters hes its 
secret agents in the following places on the territory of USSR: Posiet, 
Poltavkea, Grodekovo, Imen snd Blnagoveschensk. There are also soviet se- 
cret agents of the No 7 Headquarters in Chinese territory. The liaison 
between these agents over the frontier is meintained withhhe aid of 
smugglers while the Railway serves the region of Grodekovo-Pogranichnaia. 

Not one of the smugglers is -ware that he is an espionage instru- 
ment. The majority of the secret agents neer the frontier are known as 
smugglers. The region nround Manchuli station end all adjacent points po- 
ssess ag@énts of the I8 and I9 Army Corvus. This however doesnot prevent 
the work of the agents of the No 3 Headquarters and No 3 Headquerters. 
The only difference is that these agents in conducting their work have 
no direct communication with USSR, but elways report directly to Harbin. 4 
- In every Chinese provincial city there is a special resident conduc- 
ting work that covers the whole province end he has his agents in all 
the district towns. In creses where there are no district egent, the 
provinciel agents has 2 or 3 mare men who periodically travel end col- 
lect information according to a previously plenned program. All infor- 
mation collected by the provincial residentiel agent both in the provin- 
cial towns and elso in the administrative institutions of the country 
town are sent periodically, not less than weekly, to Harbin and Vledivos- 
tock by speciel messenger. These messengers bring beck with them new in- 
structions, money and private letters from Russia, 
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All the secret agents of No 7 Headquarters have nothing in common 
in their official work with the administrative orgens of USSR. They do 
not even have personal intercourse with the officials of the soviet 
administrative institutions, for tnis could produce only a harm. The 
only excenthon in this case affects certain places such as Dairen, 
Chan Ghun etc. where the agents of Wo 7 Heedquarters worked as the 
CeSeoReenrlovyees, prior to the conflict. This nowever was a rare excep= 
tion. Apart from the inconvenience ceused by amalgemating the activi- 
ties of legal together with illegal work, there is another reeson, 
which prevents the agents of No 7 Heedquerters from being employed on 
the C.E.R. This reason is thet the C.H.R. is monopolised by the G.P.U. 
and conseauently no secret rgents of any of tne other soviet branches 
encaged in espionage work abroad, are allowed to be employees of the 
C.5.R. No 7 Headquarters is very reluctant to give permission to its 
agents to work on the ©.H.R. as this involves the teking out soviet 
citizenshin. Tnis @s explained by the fact thet soviet citizens .re 
being crrefully watched by the police. It is only necessary to heve a 
soviet passport to be constantly dogged by some detective or otner, 
which, of course, spolls success. Therefore aments of No? Headquarters 
usually reside abroad either es emcloyees or -s subjects snd citizens 
or other countries and conduct their work exclusively by employing £ke 
nenes of xme foreign firms. etc. Some of the foreign commercial firms 
never suspect thet they are helping soviet espiongfage work. For in- 
stance, none of tne respectable American, British of Germen commercial 
firms would have accepted soviet spies and afforded them the protection 
of their resnective flags hed they known with whom they were dealings. 
The inSistemce ond often bore impertinence resorted to by the soviet 
secret agents h-ve no narallel. There is no person, no metter the po- 
sition he moey hold whom the Bolsheviks could not succedd in meking use 
of nrovided he renresents some value to them. 


an omusing case hanpened with one of the former C@nsuls in Chine. 

This men possessed » lerge circle of Chinese connections, the result 

‘ of his former officfal rosition. These connections presented great value 

to USSR. &ttention wes concentrated on hin and it wos ultimstely dis- 
covered that he had one failing nomely 2 lesning towards one o7 “ie 
prenenes of natural science. He wes eventunlly exploited on this parti- 
culer fniling. Another case hannened to r Chinese official who hed 
resided for 2 long time in Russia and was engaged in commerce. The Bol- 
ruined him, so he returned to Chins with a deep hatred against the Bol- 
sheviks. He entered the Government service and through the nosition he 
held he was considered to be of considerable value to USSR. The Bolshe- 
viks however knew thet he would never consent to work for them, they 
made him the provosal to work in the interests of Canton, that is to 
say egeinst the Northerners -s war between the South and North was in 
progress at that time. When the war ended and the unification of the 
South and North was proclaimed, he continued to work for Feng ¥u Hsieng. 
Finally jw when it was no longer vossible to deceive him as to his 
real "mrsters" for whom he had worked, he was offered to work for the 
Bolsheviks. He wes absolutely powerless to refuse as he was totelly in 
the hends of the soviet agents by thet time. One can be a determined ener) 
of the Bolsheviks and yet work for them without being awere even from 
the commencement from whom the instructions are issued.

INTELLIGENCE REPORT. 


Ziang Chong Silk Weaving Factory - 850 Rue Amiral Bayle 

On January 19, 1930 this factory closed down owing to 

trade depression, and the workers forthwith appealed to 
Kuomintang Headquarters and the Social Bureau for its 
re-opening. As a result, the Kuomintang and Social Bureau 
jointly requested the manager of the factory to issue to 
each worker 40 cents per day .rom January 19 to February 1. 
The manager agreed to this request and the money was paid out 
accordingly. Mediation in the matter of reopening the factory 
was however referred to the Arbitration Board, a section of 
the Social Bureau, which found that the grounds for closing 
down were genuine, and recommended the issue of a retiring 
gratuity of $15 to each of the workers in addition to 

relief at the rate of 25 cents per day from February 1 to 
March 5. The workers however demanded a gratuity of $100 
but later reduced their claim to $60, and this is how the 
matter stands at present. A report that it offered to 
increase the gratuity to $30 is denied by the factory 
management. 

Regarding the fracas which occurred in front of the 
factory on March 5, the report appearing in our Intelligence 
Report of the following day is verified by the French Police 
and can be taken as an authentic account of the incident. 

The Social Bureau is at present engaged in making an 
investigation into the circumstances surrounding the incident 
and its representative has already called on the French 
Police and been furnished with what information they possess. 
This representative was also permitted to inspect the 
police rifles the butts of which were broken during the melee.

It has been complained to us by 
Mr. H. E. Arnhold that our article

His letter taxed our reporter with

'Of course we do not doubt Mr.

press our regret if it appeared to 
lhim: that we did so. The personal 
question, however, and the broad 
issue of policy remain distinct. The 
methods adopted by the diplomatists 
all through the Provisional Court 
conference are as little to the taste 
of the public as the ultimate result, 
{indeed even more so, since they 
arouse the most lively anxiety as 
to what may be done at any moment, 
‘with ne opportunity for the foreign 
community to say a word in its 
own defence. Throughout the con- 
ference everyone ‘who had first- 
hand knowledge of the workings of 
the Provisional Court was kept 
rigidly at arms length, no expert was 

admitted to the discussions, and we 
-believ: we are right in saying that 
mone was ever consulted: absolute 
secrecy was preserved throughout. 
Why? There is only one possible 
answer, namely, that the Ministers 
in Peking meant to do something 
i whieh they knew the foreign public 
of Shenghai would justly resent, and 
they tock special precautions that 
rothing shquld leak out until it was 
too late for protest to avail. It is 
not as if there had been nothing 
for the Ministers to do but to cave 
in, There was. The terms of the 
British aide mémoire of ‘December 
81, which was repeated and re- 
emphasized after the McBride case a, 
few days later, laid down quite. 
clearly the stipulations and ecndi. | 
tions under which jt would alone be; 
possible for Great Britain to meet 
China’s wishes. This aide mémoire 
was in essentials an elaborétion of 
the methods so clearly defined by Sir, 
Austen Chamberlain at “West Bir- 
mingham in January 1927, "So that it' 
would have served for guidance in 
ithe negotiations aver the Provisional , 
Count, which were not half over, 
when the aide mémoire arrived. 
| There ig further good gmound to 
_ (believe that the instructions from 
‘Washington as regards the con-! 
ference woutd have been very| 
acceptable to Shanghai had they 
been known. Finally we have the 
example of the French handling of 
their Mixed Court problem, to prove 
that firmness can be used and that | 
it excites, not any ‘dneident,” but 
‘gratitude. All the circumstances of 
the negotiating of the new Court! 
agreement leave an unpleasant taste 
and indicate a weakness that need 
‘never have been committed.

People are beginning to complain 
that, our Municipal Council is secret- 
ive. Such is the reward paid by 
the ungrateful to those who so pat- 
riotically sacrifice time, temper, 
taels, and toes to the Municipal ser- 
vice. Is not our “Municipal 
Gazette” a standing denial to the 
charge? Produced regularly once 
per week, it tells in some thirty- 
sir columns of the numbers of beans 
estimated to be eaten by convicts in 
the Municipal Gaol during the ensu- 
ing so much, and for which beaners 
or would-bes are invited to tender. 
Also, boots, Sikh, large, very: 
spectacles, sun, tinted according to 
rank: and so forth. 

Also, does it not set forth:— 

At the meeting of the Works 
Committee held on Tuesday, January 
21, 1930, at 5 p.m., there are present: 
‘Messrs. (several of them). The 
Minutes of the last meeting are con- 
firmed and signed. The meeting 
terminates at 6.43 p.m.” 

After all, one is compelled to 
think of the gentleman who put off 
trom a dock side in a dinghy, had 
himself rowed out to a smart battle- 
cruiser and said he had come to 
look over it. Informed by _ the 
officer of the watch that it was not 
« Visiting day, he proclaimed  in- 
dignantly that he was a taxpayer, 
that he had helped to build that

at least to see his money’s worth. | 
Whereupon, the officer twisted off 
a nut from a stanchion, handed it:

you are, old bean! There’s the bit. 
you bought. Take it and keep it,: 
and don’t come making dirty foot-| 
marks on what other people have: 
bought. They might not like it, you} 
know!” 

Thinking it over, is there any! 
ratepayer, paying his rates, who: 
will contend that he does not get. 
his money’s worth when he gets 
thirty-six of those columns fifty-two 
times a year—a week’s labour for 
each set of thirty-six—andyan addi- 
tional thirty-six or more produced 
by a professional journalist..in six 
hours once a year after Ratepayers 
Meetings, thrown in for no extra 
rates? 

But there is another side to it 
which the average ratepayer does 
not understand, because he does not 
have to do with it. The Municipal 
Council is not secretive: there is no 
body on this earth from whom it is 
easier for one to get information, 
if he is in perfect physical condi- 
tion ‘and is tenacious of life. Shang- 
hai has just seen “Charley’s Aunt” 
and getting information out of the 
Municipal Council is just as easy as 
getting that half-crown out of 
Brassett. For instance, one js in- 
structed to inquire of the Municiyal 
Council, or its component parts, 
why it is that certain very plainly 
printed, signed, dated, and witness- 
ed rules applying to the tramway 
and omnibus companies are broken 
unchallenged every inch of every 
journey made by every tram and 
“us. 
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One embarks hopefully on the 
quest, because obviously, if there 
are such rules—and there are—and 
if there is an official of the Muni- 
cipal Council specially designated as 
being in charge of “information’— 
as there is—why, the job’s. easy. 
The disappointment is prompt and 


complete. Je would be delighted! 


to save one any trouble if he had 
the information to give, but that is 
the sort of thing regarding which 
one should inquire in the Secret- 
ariat. So, to the Secretariat, who 
would be only too pleased to supply 
full particulars, but it seems to be 
more a case for the Director-Gener- 
al. The Director-General sees no 
reason whatever why full publicity 


should not be given to the matter: 


in fact, when he was Chairman, he 
had no hesitation in authorizing the 
circulation of the fullest details re- 
garding such matters. But then, 
vou know, one cannot say off-hand 
what the Chairman might think of 
it. ‘Thence to the Chairman, who is 
in complete accord with the desire| 
that the public should be made fully 
ucquainted with the facts, but, after 
all, he cannot be expected to carry 
everything in his head, and applica- 
tion should be made to the head of 
the department concerned.

present system. Mr. B. C. Anson, 
whose services were kindly placed 
at the Council’s disposal by the 
British Post Office, has presented 
His report, from which the public 
uay judge very clearly the un- 
satisfactory state of the telephone 
system and the drastic steps which 
are necessary for its rehabilita- 
tion.

Chinese Ratepayers Assocn. and

PUBLICATION OF TEXT 
DEMANDED 


Agitation is going on in local 
Chinese circles against the new 
agreement regarding the reorgan- 
ization of the Shanghai Provisional 
Court. On Thursday, the Chinese 
Ratepayers Association and the 
Amalgamated Street Unions sent 
telersrams to the National Govern- 
ment, expressing opposition to cer- 
tain supposed provisions of the new 
agreement and demanding publica- 
tion of the full text without delay 
so as to clear away misundertand- 
| ings. 
' The Chinese Ratepayers Associa- 
tion, in their wire, say:— 

“According to the ‘Shanghai 
Evening Post,’ the new agreement 
recently concluded at the Provision- 
al Court Reorganization Conference 
stipulates that all eases involving 
people who have violated the 
Municipal By-laws will be dealt with 


by the various Police Stations unless | 


the fine involved is $50 or more, 
when such persons will be gent to 
the reorganized Provisional Court 
for trial. 

“The public are amazed over this 
statement and question its veracity. 
The purpose of reorganizing the 
Provisional Court was to bring 
about the unification of China’s 


judicial system and to make pre-| 


parations for the abolition of joint 
hearing system and executive rights 
of Consular Deputies in the Court. 

“Whether the joint hearing system 
is to be abolished in the Court is 
not known to us because the new 
agreement has not yet been publish- 
ed. But attention should be drawn 


to the fact that people who violated - 


the police regulations of the Inter- 
national Settlement of Shanghai in 


the past have been tried by the’ 


Provisional Court even though the 
fine involved only $1.

Agreement Relating to the Chinese 
Courts in the International Settle- 
ment at Shanghai. 


ARTICLE I, 


From the date on which the pre- 
sent Agreement comes into force, 
all former rules, agreements,  ex- 
changes of notes et cetera, having 
special reference to the establish- 
ment of a Chinese court in the 
International Settlement at Shang- 
hai shall be abolished. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Chinese Government shall, in 
accordance with Chinese laws and 
regulations relating to the judiciary 
and subject to the terms of the pre- 
sent Agreement, establish in the 
International Settlement at Shang- 
hai a District Court (Ti Fang Fa 
Yuan) and a Branch High Court 
(Kao Teng Fa Yuan Fen Yuan). 
All Chinese laws and regulations, 
substantive as well as procedural, 
which are now in force, or which 
may hereafter be duly enacted and 
promulgated shall be applicable in 
the Courts, due account being taken 
of the Land Regulations and Bye- 
laws of the International Settlement, 
which are applicable pending their 
adoption and promulgation by the 
Chinese Government, and of the 
terms of the present Agreement, 

Judgments, decisions and rulings 
of the Branch High Court are sub- 
ject to appeal, according to Chinese 
law, to the Supreme Court of China. 


ARTICLE III, 


The former practice of Consular 
deputies or Consular officials ap- 
pearing to watch proceedings or to 
sit jointly in the Chinese court now 
functioning in the International 
Settlement shall be discontinued in 
the Courts established under the pre- 
sent Agreement. 


ARTICLE IV. 


When any person is arrested by 
the Municipal or judicial Police, he 
shall, within twenty-four hours, ex- 
clusive of holidays, be sent to the 
Courts established under the present 
Agreement to be dealt with, failing 
which he shall be released. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Courts established under the 
present Agreement shall each have a 
certain number of procurators to be 
appointed by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, who shall hold inquests and 
autopsies (Chien Yen) within the 
jurisdiction of these Courts and 
shall otherwise perform their 
function in accordance with Chinese 
law in all cases involving the ap- 
plication of Articles 103 to 186 of 
the Chinese Criminal Code, except 
where the Municipal Police of the 
International Settlement or the 
party concerned has already initiated 
prosecution, provided that all preli- 
minary investigations conducted by 
the procurator shall be held pub- 
licly and counsel for the accused 
shall have the right to be present 
and heard. 

In other cases arising within the 
jurisdiction of the Courts, the Muni- 
cipal Police or the party concerned 
shall prosecute. The procurator 
shall have the right to express his 


views in court in all criminal cases 
in which the prosecution is initiated 
by the Municipal Police or the party 
concerned. 


ARTICLE VI. 


All judicial processes, such as 
summonses, warrants, orders, et 
cetera, shall be valid only after they 
have been signed by a judge of the 
Courts established under the present 
Agreement, whereupon they shall be 
served or executed by the judicial 
police or, #8 provided below, by the 
process-se. vers thereof. 


No person found in the Interna- 
tional Settlement shall be handed 
over to the extra-Settlement authori- 
ties without a preliminary investiga- 
tion in court at which counsel for 
the accused shall have the right to 
be present and heard, except in the 
case of requests emanating from 
other Modern Law Courts when the 
accused may be handed over after 
his identity has been established by 
the Court. 


All judgments, decisions and 
rulings of the Courts’. shall be 
executed as soon as they become 
final as a result of the judicial 
procedure in force in the said Courts. 
Whenever necessary, the Municipal 
Police shall render any assistance 
within their power as may be re- 
quested of them. 


The process-servers of the Courts 
shall be appointed by the Presidents 
of the Courts respectively and their 
duties shall be to serve all sum- 
monses and deliver other documents 
of the Courts in connection with civil 
cases. For the execution of judg- 
ments in civil cases, the process- 
servers Shall be accompanied by the 
judicial police. The officers and 
members of the judicial police of the 
Courts shall be appointed by the 
President of the Branch High Court 
upon the recommendation of the 
Municipal Council and shall be sub- 
ject to dismissal by the President 
of that Court upon cause shown. 
Their services will also be ter- 
minated by the President at the re- 
quest of the Municipal Council upon 
cause shown. They shal! wear the 
uniform designed by the Chinese 
judicial authorities, and shall be 
subject to the orders and direction 
of the Courts and faithful to their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The House of Detention for civil 
cases and the Women’s Prison 
attached to the Chinese Court now 
functioning in the International 
Settlement at Shanghai shall be 
transferred from that court to the 
Courts established under the pre- 
sent Agreement and shall be _ super- 
vised and administered by the 
Chinese authorities. 


All prisoners now serving sen- 
tences in the prisons attached to the 
Chinese Court now functioning in 
the International Settlement and 
those sentenced by the Courts 
established under the present Agree- 
ment shall, at the discretion of the 
said Courts, serve their sentences 
either in such prisons in the Settle- 
ment or in Chinese prisons outside 
the Settlement, except that offenders 


against the Police Offences Code 
and the Land Regulations and Bye- 
laws and persons under arrest await- 
ing trial shall serve their periods 
of detention in the Settlement. The 
prisons in the Settlement shall be 
operated, as far as practicable, in 
conformity with Chinese prison re- 
gulations and shall be subject to 
inspection, from time to time, by 
officers appointed by the Chinese 
judicial authorities. 


Persons sentenced to death by the 
Courts established under the present 
Agreement shall be sent to the 
Chinese authorities outside of ‘the 
Settlement for execution of. such 
sentence. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Foreign lawyers duly qualified will 
be admitted to practice in the Courts 
established under the present Agree- 
ment in all cases in which a 
foreigner is a party, provided such 
foreign lawyer can only represent 
the foreign party concerned. The 
Municipal Council may also be repre- 
sented in the same manner by duly 
qualified lawyers, Chinese or foreign, 
in any proceedings in which the 
Council is complainant or plaintiff 
or the Municipal Police is the 
prosecutor. 


In other cases or proceedings in 
which the Council considers the in- 
terests of the Settlement to be in- 
volved, it may be represented by a 
duly qualified lawyer, Chinese or 
foreign, who may submit to the 
Court his views in writing during the 
proceedings and who may, if he 
deems necessary, file a petition in 
intervention in accordance with the 
provisions of the Code of Civil 
Procedure. 


Foreign lawyers who are entitled 
to practice under this Article in the 
above-mentioned Courts shall apply 
to the Ministry of Justice for law- 
yers’ certificates and shall be subject 
to Chinese laws and regulations 
applicable to lawyers, including 
those governing their disciplinary 
punishment. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Four permanent representatives 
shall be appointed, two by the 
Chinese Government and two by the 
Governments of the other Powers 
signatory to the present Agreement, 
who together shall seek to reconcile 
such differences of opinion regard- 
ing the interpretation or application 
of the present Agreement as may be 
referred to them by the President 
of the Branch High Court or by the 
authorities of the signatory foreign 


Powers, provided that their Report 


shall have no binding force upon 
either party except by mutual con- 
sent, it being understood that no 
judgments, decisions, rulings or 
orders of the Courts, as such, shall 
be referred to the aforesaid re- 
presentatives for consideration. 


ARTICLE X. 


The present Agreement and the 
attached Notes shall enter into ef- 
fect on April 1st, 1930, and shall 
continue in force for a period of 
three years from that date, provided 
that they may be extended for an 
additional period upon mutual con- 
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sent of the parties thereto.

@ Sir,—With reference the 

Agreement which we have signed 
to-day concerning the establishment 
of a District Court and a Branch 
High Court in the International 
Settlement at Shanghai, we have the 
honour to request your confirmation 
of our understanding on the follow- 
ing points: 

1.—It is understood that the 
Courts established under the present 
Agreement shall exercise jurisdiction 
over civi] and criminal cases as well 
as police offences and inquests in the 
International Settlement at Shang- 
hai, provided that the jurisdiction of 
the said Courts over persons shall 
be the same as that of other Chinese 
Courts and provided that their ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction shall be the 
same as that of the Chinese court 
now functioning in the International 
Settlement at Shanghai, except (a) 
cases arising on 


to 


limits of the Settlement and (b) 
mixed civil cases arising in areas 
surrounding the Settlement. 


2.—It is understood that the pre- 
sent practice regarding the res- 
pective jurisdictions of the Chinese 
court now functioning in the Inter- 
national Settlement and the Court 
existing in the French Concession 
shall be followed, pending a definite 
arrangement between the Chinese 
Government and the authorities con- 
cerned. 


3.—It is understood that as far as 
practicable Chinese shall be re- 
commended by the Municipal Coun- 
cil to serve as officers and members 
of the judiciai pclice of the Courts 
established under the present Agree- 
ment. It is further understood that 
among the officers of the judicial 
police appointed by the President of 
the Branch High Court under Article 
VI of the present Agreement, there 
will be one to be designated by the 
Municipal Council, to whom will be 
allotted by the President an office 
on the Court premises and who will 
make an entry of all judicial pro- 


cesses of the Courts, such as sum- 
monses, warrants, orders and judg- 
ments, for the purpose of service or 
execution in accordance with the 
provision of the above-mentioned 


Article. 

4.—It is understood that the 
establishment of the Courts 
provided for in the present 
Agreement in no way = affects 


the validity of judgments rendered 
by the Chinese Court now function- 
ing in the International Settlement 
and its predecessor, and that such 
judgment shall be considered as fina) 
and valid except where an apveal 
has been lawfully taken or reserved. 
It is further understood that the 
judgments of the Courts established 
under the present Agreement shall 
be on the same footing as regards 
validity as the judgments of all other 
Chinese Courts. 


5.—It is understood that the pre- 
sent Agreement does not in any way 
affect or prejudice any future nego- 
tiations regarding the status of 
extra-Settlement roads. 


6.—It is understood that the sum 
of sixty thousand dollars ($60,000) 
now on deposit with the Bank of 
China to the credit of the present 
Chinese court in the International 
Settlement shall be maintained by 
the Chinese Government to the 
credit of the new Courts established 
under the present Agreement. 


7.—It is agreed that in accordance 
with Chinese law, there shall be 
maintained by the Courts established 
under the present Agreement, a 
storage room for articles confiscated 
by the Courts, w!icl vsemain the 
property of the Chinese Government, 
it being understood that confiscated 
opium and instruments for the 
smoking and preparation thereof 
shall be burned publicly in the Inter- 
national Settlement every’ three 
months and that the Municipal Coun- 
cil may present to the Presidents of 
the Courts for transmission to the 
Ministry of Justice such suggestions 
as it may desire to make regarding 
the disposal of confiscated arms. 


8.—It is understood that upon the 
coming into force of the present 
Agreement, all cases pending in the 
Chinese court now functioning in the 
International Settlement shall be 
dealt with in the Courts established 
under the present Agreement in 
accordance with the procedure in 
force in the latter Courts, provided 
that the proceedings in mixed cases 
shall, as far as practicable, be con- 
tinued from the point where they 
are taken over and concluded within 
a period of twelve months which 
period may be extended at the dis- 
cretion of the Courts when the cir- 
cumstances in any case so warrant.

THIs INDENTURE made at Shang- 
hai this 28th day of February One 
thousand nine hundred and thirty 
BETWEEN THE SHANGHAI WaATER- 
WORKS COMPANY, LIMITED (here- 
inafter referred to as “the Com- 
pany” which expression shall include 
its successors and assigns) of the 
one part and THE COUNCIL FOR THE 
FOREIGN COMMUNITY OF SHANGHAI 
NoRTH OF THE YANGKINGPANG 
(hereinafter referred to as “the 
Council” which expression — shall 
include its successors in office) of 
the other part and supplementary to 
the principa! indenture hereinafter 
mentioned and the indenture be- 
tween the parties hereto dated June 
the Nineteenth One thousand nine 
hundred and tweniy-nine. 


THIS INDENTURE WITNESSETH that 
the parties hereto do hereby mutual- 
ly agree as follows— 

1. The principal indenture shall 
mean the indenture between the 
parties hereto dated the Seventeenth 
day of March One thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-eight. 

2, Instead of Clause 4 (b) of the 
principal indenture the following 
clause shall be substituted:— | 


The Company shal! not be 
bound to supply water (except a 
standby supply) for domestic pur- 
poses to an intra agreement con- 
sumer who obtains a supply of 
water for domestic purposes from 
a private well boring or source 
other than the Company’s mains 
nor to supply water (except a 
standby supply) for non domestic 
purposes to an intra agreement 
consumer who obtains such a 
supply of water for non domestic 
purposes. 

Provided that if an intra agree- 
ment consumer was at the date of 
the principal indenture obtaining 
a supply of water from a private 
well boring or source other than 
the Company’s mains as well as a 
supply of water from the Com- 
pany’s undertaking, such a con- 
sumer will be allowed a con- 
tinuance of the supply from both 
sources on the condition that in 
addition to the charges for the 
supply from the Company’s under- 
taking in accordance with the 
Company’s ordinary tariff he shall 
pay to the Company a monthly 
fee equivalent to the charge for a 
standby supply (at the rate laid 
down in clause 3 hereof until 


otherwise agreed by the parties 
hereto) on the pipe required to 
convey the maximum output as 
determined and fixed by the Com- 
pany from such private well 
boring or source other than the 

Company’s mains. 

An intra agreement consumer 
who has obtained a supply of 
water from a private well boring 
or source other than the Com- 
pany’s mains without having pre- 
viously applied to the Company 
for a standby supply from the 
Company and who applies to the 
Company for a supply of water 
shall be entitled to such a supply 
provided he enters into a contract 
with the Company to take the 
whole of his supply from the Com- 
pany for a period of not less than 
two years from such application 
PROVIDED nevertheless that he may 
at any time on or after the ex- 
piration of one year from the date 
of such application be at liberty 
again to take the whole of his 
supply from a private well boring 
or a source other than the Com- 
pany’s mains but only if he shall 
have given one month’s previous 
notice in writing to the Company 
of his intention so to do and shall 
have entered into a contract with 
the Company for a standby supply 
from the Company (at the rate 
laid down in clause 3 hereof until 
otherwise agreed by the parties 
hereto) for a period of not less 
than two years from the expiration 
of such notice. 

The provisions of this para- 
graph shall not apply to an intra 
agreement consumer who obtains 
a supply of water from a private 
well boring or source other than 
the Company’s mains and who ap- 
plies to the Company for a stand- 
by supply before April the First 
One thousand nine hundred and 
thirty. Such a consumer’ who 
applies as aforesaid shall be 
entitled to a standby supply at the 
rate specified in clause 3 hereof.

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE.

mates of Extraordinary Expenditure 
are considered with the explanatory 
notes of the Commissioner of Public 
Works and are classified as

The Treasurer & Comptroller 
states that he has conferred with 
the Commissioners of Public Health 
and Public Works and that the 
various items included in the esti- 
mates of Extraordinary Expenditure 
have been tentatively classified for 
members’ consideration. 


Branch Health Office—Central 
District—The Commissioner of 
Public Health states that upon the 
demolition of the Town Hall, it is 
proposed to erect a new central 
Branch Health Office on a site 
owned by the Council at the corner 
of Kwangse and Foochow Roads, 


{@ which will not incur capital expendi- 


ture in respect of a site. The 
nominal appropriation of Tls, 100 is 
accordingly marked “C.” 


Latrine Sites——-A comprehensive 
appropriation of Tls. 10,000 for the 
acquisition of Latrine Sites as op- 
portunity offers is marked “A.” 


BUILDINGS. 

Abattoiy.—An appropriation of 
Tls, 50,000 representing portion of 
cost to enable this work, which has 
already been authorized, to be com- 
menced during the current year, is 
marked “A.” 

Pig Slaughter House Extension.— 
An appropriation of Tls. 5,500, re- 
presenting balance of cost, is 
marked “A.” 

Tuberculosis Hospital. — Appro- 
priations of Tis. 9,000 and_ Tis. 
4,000 for the provision of a laundry 
block and sanitary installation re- 
spectively, which are required to 
complete the. hospital scheme and 
enable it to be independent of out- 
side labour, are marked “A.” 

Branch Health Offices. — The 
nominal appropriation of Tls. 100 
is increased to Tls, 5,000 (represent- 
ing a portion of cost) to enable work 


on the Central District Branch 
Health Office to be commenced this 
year. This appropriation is marked 
'eA53? 


The Commissioner of Public 
Works states that pending final 
decision as to the disposal or alloc- 
ation of the Victoria Nursing Home 
Site and a portion of the Isolation 
Hospital site, the Commissioner of 
Public Health has agreed that the 
erection of a Northern District 
Health Office be deferred. The ap- 
propriation of Tls. 5,000 for this 
purpose, representing portion of 
cost, is accordingly marked “C.” 

Victoria Nurses Home.— The 
Commissioner of Public Works 
recommends that the appropriation 
of Tls. 200,000, representing part 
cost, be reduced to Tls. 150,000 since 
it is unlikely that more than that 
sum can be expended during the 
current year. 


The Committee records the view 
that the provision of a Nurses Home 
is urgent and that its erection 
should be expedited as much as pos- 
sible. The reduced appropriation of 
Tls. 150,000 is accordingly marked 
bay: Weis 


Markets——An appropriation of 
Tls. 190,000, representing balance 
of cost of the Foochow Market, is 
increased to Tis. 282,000 to cover 
the cost of an additional floor to this 
building which has already been 
authorized. The increased appro- 
priation is marked “A.” 


An appropriation of Tls. 25,000 
for the erection of an additional 
floor at the Pingliang Road Market, 
which becomes necessary on account 
of the demand for additional ac- 
commodation, is marked “A.” 


As the cleared site will not be 
obtained by the Council until May, 
an appropriation of Tls. 100,000 for 
the erection of the Sinza Market is 
reduced to Tls. 5,000, and is marked 
SA 2) 


An appropriation of Tls. 50,000, 
representing )ortion of cost of the 
Peking Market, which will be 
erected on Cadastral Lot 298, is 
marked “A.” 

The following appropriations are 
marked “C:— 


East Hongkew (nominal) Tls. 100. 

Wayside (nominal) Tls. 100. 

Hongkew Market Extension, por- 
tion of cost, Tis. 100,000. 


Foreign Isolation Hospital—A 
nominal appropriation of Tls. 100 to 
provide a modern admission block of 
two stories is inserted. The Com- 
missioner of Public Health states 
that it is possible to convert one of 
the present blocks for this purpose 
at a cost of Tis. 10,000. An ap- 
propriation for this amount is ac- 
cordingly approved and marked 
“A” : 

Hungjao Cemetery~—An appro- 
priation of Tls. 5,000, being portion 
of cost of Workmen’s Quarters at 
this cemetery is marked “C” and 
that of Tls. 2,000 to provide Latrine 
Accommodation, is marked ‘A.” 


Open Air Swimming Pool.—Ap- 
propriations of Tls, 15,000 to pro- 
vide a dressing and refreshment 
pavilion and a sum of Tls. 3,000 for 
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are inserted. The Commissioner of 
Public Works states that conditions 
at this swimming bath are already 
congested and he is of the opinion 
that if further dressing accommoda- 
tion is provided this will further 
add to such congestion. He there- 
fore suggests that as land is avail- 
able an additional bath should be 
provided at a cost of approximately 
Tls. 10,000 in which case the pro- 
posed = dressing accommodation 
would serve both baths which could 
be administered by the existing 
staff. The Commissioner of Public 
Health supports this proposal and 
in view of the over-crowded condi- 
tion during the summer months, 
members approve an inclusive total 
appropriation of Tls. 28,000 under 
the heading “New bath and ad- 
ditions to existing bath.” This ap- 
propriation is marked “A.” 


The Commissioner of Public 
Health advocates the provision of a 
swimming pool in the Western 
District and states that the pro- 
posal put forward in previous years 
to provide this in Jessfield Park was 
disapproved by the Parks Com- 
mittee. Members concur as to the 
desirability of this provision and 
recommend that this question be re- 
ferred to the Works Committee dur- 
ing the current year with a view 
to inclusion in the 1931 estimates 
of the necessary appropriation. 


ORDINARY [IEDXPENDITURE. 


The Treasurer & Comptroller re- 
ports that the total estimates as 
presented amount to approximately 
Tls. 940,000 as compared with the 
Budget total for 1929 of Tls. 913,- 
030, representing an increase of 3 
per cent. The preliminary estimates 
have been framed with a view to 
giving effect to a recommendation 
put forward by the Municipal 
Economy Committee that fuller 
details be made available as to the 
financial resulis of certain Health 
Department activities. The various 
items to which the Treasurer has 
drawn attention in his’ report 
submitted are noted. The several 
requirements under the heading of 
Stock and Stores are examined and, 
subject to a reduction of one in the 
number of Ford Cars budgetted for, 
are approved. 


The Commissioner of Public 
Health then suggests that grants-in- 
aid to various hospitals which at 
present are shown under his extra- 
departmental budget should in 
future be debited to general charges. 
He states that as the department 
has no control over these institu- 
tions, it would not appear to‘ be 
equitable that his departmental 
budget should be burdened by these 
charges. The Treasurer states that 
specific reference was made in the 
introductory remarks to last year’s 
budget regarding these grants-in-aid 
which made it clear that these appro- 
priations were not a charge incurred 
by the Public Health Department. 


Whilst he has no _ objection 
to such grants being included 
in the Budget under general 
charges, the fact should not 


be overlooked that these contribu- 
tions relate to health organizations 
and if these were not made by the 
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operate additional health services. 
The Treasurer’s proposal that the 
question of including these grants- 
in-aid in such a way as not to affect 
the total Budget of the Health 
Department Administration be re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee is 
approved. 


The recommendation of the Com- 
missioner of Public Health that in 
accordance with past practice pro- 
vision be made in the ordinary esti- 
mates under the heading ‘General 
Charges—pew rents and relief of 
poor, burial expenses of indigent 
foreign paupers and hospital ac- 
commodation of foreign dysentery 
patients, overflow from the Gen- 
eral Hospital,—” is approved.

PREVENTION. 
Personal Measures. 


OMe to the increasing number 
of cases of Cercbrospinal Iever 
in Shanghai and surrounding Chin- 
ese districts, the Commissioner of 
Public Health directs the attention 
cf the Public to the following per- 
sonal measures, the observance of 
which will assist in checking the 
spread of the disease:— 

(1)—Avoid proximity to persons 
suffering from colds and 
coughs. 

(2)—Use soft tissue paper hand- 
kerchiefs when sneezing 
coughing or spitting, and 
burn after use. 

(3)—Avoid the stagnant, moist 
and germ Jaden air of 
crowded mecting places. 


(4)—Protect children and young 
adults from risk of infection 
as far as possible, since they 
are most susceptible to the 
disease. 


(5)—Observe the hygiene of the 
throat and nose by using 
gargles, douches or sprays 
of mild antiseptic solutions. 

The following are 
efficacious :— 

Half a teaspoonful of 
salt or a tablespoonful 
of compound glycerine 
of thymol, in a tumbler- 
ful of warm water. 


(6)—Cleanse thoroughly all food 
utensils in boiling water. 


(7)—Live in the sun and open 
air as much as possible, and 
in well-ventilated rooms. 


(8)—Adopt all measures which 
improve health and thereby 
assist in the general pre- 
vention of the disease, 


(9)—If suffering from _ fever, 
catarrh, sore-throat, head- 
ache or vemiting, go tc bed 
and seek medical aid,

The Nine-Power Treaty and _ the 
Shanghai District Court provided the 
only dishes in this week’s bill of 
fare. I wrote so fully about the 
' District Court that there is nothing 
‘I can add. The importance of set- 
ting up an international committee 
to discuss a new agreement at the 
earliest possible moment appears very 
urgent from this end, as, of course, 
the whole question is difficult and 
complicated and needs ample time 
for cool consideration. 

Many people here are deeply in- 
terested in the Nine-Power Treaty. 
To them it appears the only means 
of guarding against exclusive Japa- 
nese claims in Chirla. At the same 
time, it may need amendment, in 
order to make it fully effective in 
the light of modern requirements, 
and it is all important that the 
Powers should make up their minds 
as to how it needs to be brought up 
to date, so that they may enter next 
year’s conference with clear cut 
ideas. Woolliness and inadequate 
preparation have been the downfall 
of most international conferences 
ever since the War.

The Chinese Government is 
determined to cancel this agreement and to abolish the 
right of consular jurisdiction. 

The Ministry of Justice is forning the 
Judicial Rights Research Committee at Nanking to discuss 
the abolition of the court rendition agreement. The 
opinions of the Chinese legal experts on this matter are 
that the agreement should be cancelled on its expiry 
because the judicial administration under the National 
Goverment has attained perfection.

The Shanghai International Settlement Court 
“Rendition Agreement will expire at the end of March, 1936. 
The Ministry of Justice is paying attention to the matter 
and is forming the Judicial Rights Research Committee 
which will be inaugurated shortly and which will study 
the problem of abolishing consular jurisdiction. However, 
some foreign residents in Shanghai have proposed the 
formation of an International Court of Arbitration to 
handle all law-suits concerning forcign residents. 

Consular jurisdiction should not exist in an 
independent country, but it does exist in China to-day. 
Some years ago, China notified the Powers of her desire 
to abolish extraterritoriality. Although at that time 
the Powers sent their delegates to China to study the 
judicial administration to prepare for the abolition of 
extraterritoriality, so far the matter fails of solution. 

The existence of consular jurisdiction not 
only impairs the integrity of the Chinese judicial 
administration, but affects the peace and order of Chinas 
China is naturally anxious to abolish the privilege, 
nevertheless tho foreigners will refuse to give it up. 

The suggestion to form an International Court of Arbitration 
is not advocated by a few number of foreigners. About 

80% or 90% of foreign residents are entertaining this 
absurd idea. Last month an editor of a Chinese news- 
paper owned by foreigners published in a conspicuous 

manner a report on the soduction of & boy by @ éeiain 
foreigner for the purpose of arousing public attention,

Recently the French Police refused to handle the case

Foreigners enjoy ° extraterritoriality on 
the ground of the imperfectness of the Chinese law. They 
compelled China to acknowledge this unequal treaty by high- 
handed means. It is an undeniable fact that in the Ching 
Dynasty Chinese law was imperfect, but nowadays drastic 
reforms have been effected through efforts made by the 
Legislative Yuan.

c) give facilities to arbitrators in » aommercial disputes. 

d) give legal direction to arbitrators. 

e) de@l with all other affairs relating to commercial cases. 

The Court will be organized according to the 
follcwing regula tiongss- 

1. The court will be organized by the chambers of commerce 
of various countries in Shanghai. ‘ 

2. The chairmen and vice-chairmen of the chambers of 
commerce will fo executive committee of the Court. 

3. The court will not/affected by the change of the 
executive committee members, 

4. The affairs of the court will be dealt with by three 
standing committee members to be appointed by the 
Executive commit~*ec,. 

The term of service of a standing committee member shall 
be fixed at one year, The Executive Committee members 
will be appointed to serve on the standing committee 

by turn, 

5. The standing committes members will appoint one of their 
number to be chairman. He will concurrently te the 
ch@irman of the Executive Committee and the President 
of the Court of Arbitration. 

The following is the procedure of mediation to

Some time ago the “Economic Conmercial 
Press" published a ridiculous suggestion made by a German 
lawyer regarding the organization of an Intermational 
Court of Arbitration in Shanghai. The main points of 
his argument for the formation of this body are that the 
court is to be composed of the various foreign Chambers 
of Commerce in Shanghai and that the court is to handle 
commercial disputes of an international nature. 

The Shanghai First Special District 
Court in the International Settlement, according to the 
Rendition Agreement, is different from the Courts in 
other places and its existence constitutes a violation 
of China's judicial rights. Fortunately, the date of 
the expiry of the Court agreement is approaching. 

The suggestion of the German lawyer is 
nothing but a subterfuge to maintain the illegal Consuler 
Jurisdiction. 

About 80% of the lawsuits between 
foreigners and Chinese are of a commercial ch@racter, 
because foreign merchonts are in the habit of doing ; 
everything in their power to cheat and explobt Chinese 
by virtue of the unequal treaties. The formation of 
a Court of Arbitration will only cause foreigners to go 
beyond the law.

Consular jurisdiction means that cases in 
which foreigners are involved are not subject to the 
jurisdiction of the authorities of the country in which 
they are residing.

"On the principle of diplomatic equality, 
the National Government should negotiate energetically 
with the various foreign nations for the abolition of 
consular jurisdiction. Whereas several friendly nations 
have already voluntarily given up this right, many of the 
Foreign Powers, recognized to be the first class nations 
of the world and known to have close relations with China, 
are unwilling to give up this privilege. This is due either 
to the influence upon them of the prejudiced and selfish 
ideas of their nationals or to an aggressive desire to 
make use of this antiquated system as a means of infringing 
the sovereign rights of China. 

"Although several of these Powers have 
concluded treaties with China, containing appendices 
providing for the abolition of consular jurisdiction, ye; 

a study of all these appendices reveals the same thing: 
ieee they will be willing to give up this privi&ege on 
condition that all the other nations, enjoying the same 
privilege, agree to its abolition. From this, we can see 
how difficilt it is to get a date for the automatic 
abolition of consular jurisdiction. As far as we can see, 
these Powers are only taking advantage of this condition 
in order to refuse the abolition of the privilege. 

"Under such circumstance, unless China 
makes most strenuous efforts, she will never be able to 
attain her object in her negotiations; on the contrary 
the sufferings that she has been subjected to during the 
past several decades will never come to an end and will 
become more and more severee That China, although she 
fully realizes the danger of this anomalous position, does 
not proclaim independently the abolition of consular 
jurisdiction, is because. of the restrictions of the treaties 
and of the fact that she considers it wrong to start the 
movement without the agreement of the other parties. However, 
so far as we know, it is not an uncommon practice, (as a 
matter of fact, it is provided for in International Law 
that exceptions’ can be allowed to meet a change in inter- 
national conditions) for one treaty nation to proclaim 
independently the abolition of the treaty or treaties which 
she has concluded with another naticn. Durin~ the past 
ten years, many of the Powers have themselves abolished 
treaties,which are g hundred times more important, without 
getting the approva] of the other interested parties, as 
witness the non-repayment of the loans advanced by the 
United States during the World War to Great Britain, France 
Italy and Belgium, Other instances are the failure on 
the part of Germany +o pay her war indemnities to the 
Allied Nations and worst of all, the failure on the part 
of the member states 43 the League of Nations to apply 
sanctions, as provide Py the League Convention, against 
Japan in her invasion of our Four North-Eastern Provinces 
on September 18, 1931, and against Italy in her aggression 
against Ethiopia in 1935. 

"Compared with such violations, the 
abolition of the treaties that provide for consular 
jurisdiction for the Foreign Powers is of small importance. 
Therefore, it ig not unreasonable for China to cite the 
precedent oreated by the various Foreign Powers as a reason

AUTOMATIC ABOLITION OF CONSULAR JURISDICTION SUGGESTED 


China began to conclude commercial 
treaties with various Foreign Powers durinéfeigns of 
Emperors Yen Feng ( 4” ) and Dong Shih (|H itt ) of the 
now defunct Ching Dynasty. At that time, owing to 
ignorance on the part of the Chinese officials of inter- 
national relations, the various treaty nations were given 
the right to enjoy consular jurisdiction. For this 
reason, the precedent was established and it has done much 
harm to the Chinese nation during the past several decades. 

Ever since it came into power, the 
National Government has worked very hard for the abolition 
of consular jurisdiction. Various reforms have been 
introduced in the Chinese judicial system and Courts 
have been established in many districts, wilethe Vinistry 
of Foreign Affairs has been instructed to accelerate its 
negotiations over this subject with the various Foreign 
Powers » As a result, the consular juriediction 
enjoyed by Poland, Greece, Mexico, Czecho-Slovaxia and 
Turkey was abolished through the commercial 
treaties concluded between China and these countries in 
the 18th and the 19th Years of the Chinese Republic. 

However, due to the insincere attitude 
of the various other Powers, who are unwilling to give up 
this privilege despite repeated negotiations, the abolition 
of this antiquated system has been postponed indefinitely. 
The existence of consular jurisdiction not only jeopardizes 
our judicial rights but also greataffects the future 
prosperity of China. / 

Seeing that the aboliticn of consular 
jurisdiction is a tagk ,that should not be further postponed, 
Mr. Loh Ting Kwei (;¢€ 4% +) and various other local lawyers 
have proposed to the Shanghai Bar Association that the 
National Government be petitioned to cite the precedent 
created by Great Britain, France, Belgium and other nations 
in not paying their tar debts to the U.SeA. as a reason 
for proclaiming China's intoleration of consular jurisdiction 
and for fixing a date for the automatic abolition of this 
antiquated system. 

The following is an abridged translation 
of the text of the proposalt- 

"The existence of consular jusisdiction 
not only impairs the sovereign rights, but hampers the 
unification of the judicial system of China. Moreover, 
it makes it practically impossible for Chinese to get legal 
redress in their dealings with those foreign nationals 
who enjoy consular jurisdiction, to say nothing of the 
serious repercussions it has upan financial, economic, 
military and commercial affairs as well as on the maintenance 
of peace and order in China, as witness the huge territory 
that we have lost during phe past several decades. It is 
impossible to relate all the suffering and damage that 
have been caused during the past several decades by this 
antiquated system.

Shun Pao published the following editorial comment on March 26:- 


; The system of Consular Jurisdiction has 
in itself many defects. First, the difference in the 
application of laws. The consular jurisdiction depends 
on the nationality of the defendant, and as the laws of 
various countries are not the same, an act which is considered 
an offence by one Consulate is not so regarded by another.. 
In consequence, many cases of a like nature bring different 
decisions. 

Secondly, take the non-jurisdiction of 
a Consular Authority over witnesses and plaintiff of a 
different nationality. If thd witnesses necessary for a 
case are of a nationality different to that of the defendant, 

the latter's consular authority cannot compel them to apvear 

to give evidence nor can it charge them with perjury if they 
are willing to attend but give false evidences 

Thirdly, the difficulty in gathering 
evidence in the c&ése of a foreigner committing an offence 
in the interior of China. Wnen a foreigner commits an 
offence while in the interior, he should be handed over 7s 
to his nearest consular authorities to be dealt with; he 
can be arrested but not ill-treated. By this stipulation, a 
foreigner who commits an offence against public morals or 
who commits an offence of intentional manslaughter while 
journeying in the interior of China, must he handed over 
to his consular authorities in a trading port thousands of 
miles awaye In a place which lacks easy communication, it 
would take a long time to hand over an offender to his 
consular authorities, ¢nd it would be a difficult task to 
gather evidence at the time of hearinge 

Fourthly, the difference between the 
office of a Consul and that of a Judge. The office of a 
Consul is to protect the interests of his citizense It 
is almost an impossibility to expect a fair judgment from 
him when he is required to try a case in which one of his 
citizens is charged by a citizen of another nation. 

In view of the foregoing four defects, the 
system of Consular Jurisdiction should have been abolished 
long ago. 

The existence of Consular Jurisdiction is a 
serious encroachment on China's sovereign rights and is 
liable to afford undesirable foreign nationals a shield 
to carry out their subversive activities in our territory. 
For example, the rampant smuggling and trafficking in noxious 
drugs as well as the existence of a great number of special 
military bodies. Consular Jurisdiction is at the root of 
these evils. , 

We must support our government in its efforts 
to bring about the abolition of Consular Jurisdiction.

LIGAL ASPECT OF CONSULAR JURISDICTION 


SROeP emai aS 


For many years, consular jurisdiction 
has been detrimental to China. A nation-wide appeal for 
the independent abolition of this system has been made 
many times and on numerous occasions our Government has 
consulted on the matter with the various Powers concerned 
but without any result. 

After Dr. Wang Chung-hui took over 
the Foreign Affairs Ministry, people throughout the country 
again urged that decided action be taken to abolish 
independently this system which is andangering the people 
as well as the State. We believe that the new Foreign 
Minister will regard as his first important duty the 
settlement of this question. 

From a legal point of view, the 
existence of consular jurisdiction in China is a violation 
of International Law and Treaties. China should be able 
at any time voluntarily to declare the system null and void. 
According to International Law, the sovereign rights of a 


_.4{ country include all controlling rights, both administrative 
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and judicial, within its own territory. This sovereignty. 

can only be exercised in a nation's own territory and not 

in that of other nations. The existence of consular 

jurisdictionin China is really an infringement of the law, 

because it places foreign nationals in China beyond the 

control of Chinese Law, thus impairing Chinese sovereignty. 

The Powers who enjoy this privilege have extended their 

sovereign rights into Chinese territory; this state of 

affairs is contrary to International Law. : 
The system of consular jurisdiction was 

put into effect in China in the year 1858 after the 

conclusion of the Anglo-Chinese and Franco-Chinese Treaties ; 

at Tientsin. As conditions in China have totally changed 

and Sino-Foreign relations are also different from before, 

these treaties should not remain in force. Furthermore, 

the League of Nations and the Nine-Power Peace Pact have 

definitely specified the recognition by various Powers of 

the integrity and independence of Chinese sovereignty and 

territory. This stipulation obviously signifies that China 

is an independent country as defined.in International Law. 

As a rule, after the formation of new agreements, the old 

ones which conflict with the new lose their effectiveness. 

Under the League of Nations and the Nine-Power Peace Pact, 

the Tientsin Treaties should become void and consular 

jurisdiction should have no more legal basis. Consular 

jurisdiction is illegal and China has the right naturally 

to abolish it automatically at any time.

With a view to bringing about an early solution 
of the question of the abolition of consular jurisdiction, 
the various local public bodies have proposed to form a 
Committee to be known as the Consular Jurisdiction Abolition 
Study Committee in order to assist the Government to attain 
this object. 

It is learned that a meeting of revresentatives of 
the various local public bodies will be held sometime next 


week in order to form this Committee.

OPPOSITION TO INCREASE IN MUNICIPAL RATE

The Chinese Ratepayers' Association in the 
Internati»xnal Settlement, at its meeting of representatives 
held on April 12, passed the following resolution concerning 
the provosal of the SeM.C. to increase the Municipal Rate 
and the Land Tax as from July 1, 1957:- 


"That the subject re the proposal of the 
SeM.eC. to increase the rates as from July 1, 19357 be 
postponed ur.til 1938 for further discussion; that the 
S.eMeC. be ordered to exercise economy in all expenses 
this year and to press for payment of unpaid rates." 


For several years, the S»M.C. has been 
suggesting an increase in the rates and lir. Arnhold, Chairman 
of the Council, is always the most vigwerous in supporting 
the suggestion. Regarding the retrenchment measures of the 
Council and the proposed increase in the rates, the Chinese 
members gave their opinions after having made a close study 
of the matter, but they were rejected by Mr. Arnhold. It 
seems that Mr. Arnhold, a representative of the Council, 
does not fear boycotts or strikes. Why did the retiring 
Council hold its last meeting on April 7 though only eight 
councillors were present, while one Japanese and five 
Chinese councillors were absent? 

At last, on April 8, a sense of what was right 
overcame the Council and Mr. Arnhold's confidence in the 
casting vote deserted him. It was decided that the results 
of a meeting attended by only eight persons should have a 
final approval before they were considered effective. AS 
the proposal for the increase in the Municipal Rate, which 
was primarily considered as one of the utmost importance, 
had already been published and the increased Rate had already 
been included in the Estimates, no attempt was made to hush 
up the matter and hr, King was asked to propose an amendment 
to the original proposal. While the attitude of Mr. Arnhold 
has been too strong, the unhesitating manner in which he 
righted his mistake conformed with the teaching of our sage, 
Confucius, "Do not be afraid to rectify your mistakes," and 
deserves our praise. From this we learn that rightful -:--nA- 
opinions or actions, such as were expressed or taken by 
the Chinese councillors in the present o&a@se, will bring 
people to their senses in the end. 

Up to the present, the Council and the rate- 
payers have always been guided by common sense. Neither 
the Counoil nor the ratepayers should harbour the mistaken 
idea that eight and a half months is a long time.

activities in Shanghai and the arbitrary protection of 
smugglers by the Consular authorities of a certain nation. 

It may be recalled that the Government has been petitioned 
by over 170 local public bcdies as well as the Shanghai 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce to accelerate its negotiations 
for the abolition of this unequal jurisdiction. Similar 
demands have also been made to the National Government 

by the Tientsin Bar Association for the early abolition 

of consular jurisdiction with a view to upholding the 
integrity of our judicial rights.

for introducing consular jurisdiction was to protect the 
right, whereas to-day it is being used as a weapon to destroy 
the right. If the European and American citizens would 
think of their interests in China which are being shattered 
by the lawless activities of a brutal force, they would 
realize that it is a foolish act to bind China by consular 
Jurisdiction, 

We would like to assure the Powers that China is 
now an independent nation and that she is fully aware of 
how to deal with her enemy and to discharge her obligations 
to those friendly Powers who treat her on the basis of 
equality, 
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suggested that Special Courts be established in Peiping, 
Tientsin, Shanghai, Hankow and Canton, and a number of foreign 
lawyers engaged to give opinions during the hearing of cases 
involving foreigners, but they were not to be allowed to 
interfere with the judgment. This is also a transitional 
measure which preserves much more sovereignty than the measures 
adopted by Siam and Egypt. Since the tenth year of tho 
Chinese Republic, China has concluded new agreements with 
various Powers, and many countries such as Russia, Germany, 
Finland, Poland and others have relinquished their consular 
jurisdiction, Chinese trials of foreign residents have been 
fair. In reality, transitional measures are not necessary 
in China, 

The establishment of Special Courts would cause 
great inconvenience, China has many commercial treaty ports 
and the bringing of all cases involving foreigners to the 
afore-mentioned five Special Courts would cause many complaints. 
Furthermore, the presence of foreign lawyers in the Special 
Courts would not signify complete equality. In any case, we 
are of the opinion that after the abolition of consular 
jurisdiction and before the establishment of the Special 
Courts, foreigners should not be allowed to move freely 
throughout the country. :

Advice to Powers Concerned on the Question of Abolition 
of Consular Jurisdiction 


The introduction of consular jurisdiction is a means 
of self~-defence by a country more advanced in civilization 
towerds a backward nation and is also a sign of the instability 
of the political organization of the nation where it exists. 
However, we wish the Powers concerned to consider carefully 
whether or not the political machine of China to-day is able 
to protect foreign nationals and whether or not the laws of 
China are able to accord them reasonable security. There 
are a great number of foreign nationals now being afforded 
protection by China's laws, among whom are Germans, Soviet 
Russians, etc. No complaints have been received from these 
foreigners of harsh treatment. On the contrary, owing to 
the consular jurisdiction in force, sometimes public officers 
of irregular police forces, such as those in the Police 
Stations in the Settlement, ignore the orders of the Chinese 
tribunals and commit unlawful acts such as the infliction of 
torture when examining suspects. This renders the Chinese 
people unable to enjoy the protection afforded by their own 
laws. The existence of consular jurisdiction is oppressing 
the Chinese people even in their ow country. We sincerely 
hope that foreigners will cast off their prejudice by thinking 
ovet this problem as if they were Chinese people, It was 
reported in the newspapers that two American ladies wished 
to give up their nationality and to be naturalized as Chinese 
citizens, They said that they did so as a protest aBainst 
the desire of their own government to retain consular 
jurisdiction, We trust that there are a great number of 
fair-minded persons in America and Europe who entertain the 
same ideas as these two Atkerican ladies.

A_STUDY OF THE QUESTION OF ABOLITION OF CONSULAR 
JURISDICTION 


Of late, public attention has been drawn to 
the question of the abolition of consular jurisdiction, 
Leading local organizations are suggesting the convocation 
of public representatives to organize a Committee to study 
the question of the abolition of consular jurisdiction, 

The following are our views on this question 8- 

The Europeans first extended their jurisdiction 
to foreign countries in the near East and later to the Far 
Bastern countries. A few years ago J8pan secured the 
removal of this special foreign privilege and she was 
followed by Burma, Turkey and Iran. Now, Egypt is taking 
a similar step. China is at present th only country in 
the East which cannot rid herself of the system. However, 
China is rich in resources; her teeming population and 
busy markets are sufficient to affect world prosperity, 

She cannot be compared with any other oountry in the Near 

or Far East, If the advanced Powers still adhere to 

their established narrow-minded views by maintaining such 

an obsolete system, it means that they still regard China 
as less important than Turkey, Iran and Sian. This nét 
only lowers the self-respect of the 400,000,000 Chinese 
people, but it also loosens the tie of national friendliness 
brought into being through 90 years of commercial relations. 
We are confident that the far-sighted politicians of the 
various Powers will not be led astray by public opinion 

but the success of this matter depends entirely on our ow 
endeavourse 

The abolition of consular jurisdiction came 
dearly to Siam, but Japan obtained it otherwise; she simply 
cancelled the limit of residential areas for foreigners in 
the eight ports and opened the whole country free for the 
residence and commerce of foreigners. This is the natural 
course because commercial ports are the special products 
of the system of consular jurisdiction which prevents the 
opening up of the whole country. When consular jurisdiction 
is no more, aliens will receive similar legal treatment to 
our own countrymen; the limitation of residential areas for 
foreign people will, wnder the circumstances, be unnecessary. 
The treaties arranged during the Ching Dynasty between 
China and Great Britain, America and Japan have not been 
altered, .but the renewed Sino-Belgian, Sino-Italian, Sino- 
Portuguese and Sino-Spanish commercial treaties have been 
aupplemented with.a declaration that the people of the 
dountries concerned can reside,.transact business and enjoy 
land pessesSion rights in an¥ part of the treaty countries. 
This step follows the precedent of Japan in her removal of 
consular. jurisdiction. In future, when the question of 
abolition is settled, the various Powers concerned will 
all be given the same facilities.

7 conserned, these latter will naturally use the same 
(g measures as in the case of Egypt. It will be 
undignified for China to be treated ag a vassal state. 
The only way open to us is to present our intentior to 
the Powers with the remark that, as they were free to 
cancel oertain treaties such as the. war debt agreement, 
the Versailles Treaty etc., we are entitled to act 
likewise. Only by this methed can we arrive quickly 
at abolition and the Pewers concerned will be unable 
to protest. 
5) The Tokyo Government has expressed its sympathy towards 
Chinese demands for the abolition of consular jurisdiction 
but it considers that the period before abolition 
should depend on the degree of development made in the 
Chinese judicial system. In my Opinion, such an 
argument was correct in former days when Chinese 
judioial codes were not complete and courts were few. 
Now, China has complete judicial codes and courts are 
established everywhere; the Powers concerned can fine 
no more excuses for holding their extrality. As for 
the question of the degree cf improvement in the Chinese 
judiciary, according to my experience gained in practising 
law in foreign countries, I dare say that in any country; 
even one with a long judicial history,can be found many 
defects in the legal system used. There are ghort- 
comings in all systems and not a single country in the

LAWYER LCH TING-KWEI'S VIEWS REGARDING THE ABOLITION 
OF CONSULAR JURISDICTION 


.y .The following are the views of Lawyer Loh Ting- 
Kwei ((% eq ) on the question of the abolition of 
consular jurisdictions- 

"Since I proposed the independent abolition of 
consular jurisdiction, after the precedent set by the Allied 
Fowers in suspending war debt payment, and by Germany in 
her individual action of abolishing the Paris Treaty, wide 
approval has been voiced by our countrymen. This shows 
that the people throughout the country have long had a 
Similar desire. The Shanghai Rar Association is now 
acaelerating the matter among the various public bodies. 

In view of the great impertance of this question, detailed 

discussions should be held in erder to avert future 

obstructions. 

"Regarding this questicn, certain persons are of the 
opinicn that, although it is one of the most important 
political matters, there are for the time being some other 
national questions which are more important. In their 
Opinion, diplomatic dealings with Japan should be placed 
above all other questicns, and no matters of minor importance 
should be taken up to divert the public attention. They 
say that at the present juncture when we are experiencing 
gereat difficulty in dealing with Japan, the putting up of 
the question of the abolition of consular jurisdiction will 
mean aggravation of cur difficulties as we will have to 
deal with many Powers instead of with one. Furthermore, 
this question will affect the good feelings of various 
Powers towards us. 

"T regard the above arguments as beneficial 
to the therough study of this question, but in my view, 
they can be met as follcws?3- 

1) It shews excessive anxiety to imagine that the raising 
of the consular jurisdiction abolition guestion will 
divert public attenticn from national problems of a 
more important natures In every country, there are 
many civil and foreign questions which are equal in 
importance. The Government and the people should fix 
their minds on all and every cne of them at the same 
timee It is irrational to say that the attention 
given to other matterg will be lessened when one single 
question is taken up. The people are not so simple 
as to forget other important national affairs when their 
attention is directed at the abolition of consular 
jurisdictione 

2) Owing to the present situation, seme people consider 
that this question is not so important as others such as 


national defenoe, finance etce It must be understood 
that these latter questions have much to do with the 
extraterritorial system. If no fundamental settlement 


is made to remove the system, judicial rights cannot be 
fully exercised within cur own territory, and financial 
administration will be constantly handicapped, while 
thorough preparations for national defenoe will be 
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Yn view of all this, consular jurisdiction 
has absolutely no nonnection whatever with factory inspection 
and the oollection of income taxe Therefore, it is 
absolutely unreasonable on the part of the foreign nations 
to protest against the enforcement of these two measures. 


- Consular jurisdiction is the most unequal 

u system among all the unequal treaties, and it is the 

f unanimous desire of the Chinese people to oring about its 
early abolition. If the foreign Powers are apposed 


to their rehinquishment of this privilege for the time 
being, they should then at least restrict their activities 
to within the legal limits of consular jurisdiction; 

they should not make deliberate misrepresentations of the 
true sense Of this system with the intention of impairing 
the sovereign rights of China.

The barber was charged 
before the Court, which imposed a fine of $20. 

The joke of fixing a moustache (7?) to the 
genital organ of the young foreign boy by the barber, whether 
he did it wilfully or not, is to be resented. But it is 
only a trivial affair and a few slaps and kicks from the 
foreign police inspector would have sufficed to punish 
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our Government to demand the return from the Foreign Powers 
of the "gifts" that were never actually extended to them. 
The Chinese Government has never extended the right of 
factory inbpection to the foreign nations, therefore, it 

is not only unjustfiable but also unnecessary for China 

to negotiate with the foreign nations for the return of 
this "gift" (the right of factory inspection). 


(2) The collection of income tax: It 

seems to be the customary practice of those foreign nations 
which have concluded unequal treaties with China to purposely 
misrepresent the true legal sense of consular jurisdiction 

as ameans to refuse observance of whatever Tax Collection 
Laws that are promulgated by this country and to oppose 

the collection by the local authorities of the various 
districts concerned of such taxes as municipal rates, etcs 
When the regulations governing the collection of income 

tax were promulgated last year, it was quite in the 


expectation of our Government that they would meet with 
opposition from foreign Quarters. As a matter of fact, views 
in opposition to the application of these regulations to 
foreign subjects have frequently appeared in foreign papers 
and magazines published in China. With the exception of 

only a very few British and American nationals, who comprise 
mostly missionaries, the greater part of the foreign residents 
in China are still vigorously opposed to the payment of 

this tax to the Chinese Government. From this, we can see 
Quite clearly that this question will unquestionably be the 
most difficult for solution of all Sine-Foreign problems. 

It is the right of the Chinese Government to 
collect income tax; there is no legal basis for the foreign 
nations to express their opposition to this collection. It 
is most ridiculous and absurd for the foreign nations to take 


advantage of the existence of consular jurisdiction as a 
screen for their opposition. 


1 NAN nce ee REN NTRS 1: 


There is absolutely no connection 
whatsoever between consular jurisdiction and the duty of the 
foreign residents in China to pay taxes to the Chinese 
Government. This can be verified by a study of the prbvisions 
of the existing treaties. 


Ostensibly factory inspection and the 
collection of income tax are two different matters, 


but they 

are similar to each other in nature in the following points:- 

(1) Both of these systems have alfeady been 
in force and existence in European and American states for 
@ considerable number of years; China only follows the 
footsteps of the Kuropean and American nations and is not the 
only country where such systems are introduced. Therefore, 
no object! ould arise to the enforcement of these two 
matters merely because of the difference in customs between 
Chinese and western peoples. 


2) These two measures are 


to be enforced 
throughéut the country and are applicable to all peoples 
irrespective of nationalities, 
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It is not for the purpose of 
dealing with the foreign residents in China alone that they 
are introduced, 

3) These two systems are introduced for 
mutual benefit. 


The enforcement of factory inspection can 
vring ahout proper development of industry, beneficial to 


voth capitalists and workers, while the collection of income 
tax will enable the Chinese Government to acquire stable 
revenue, thereby enabling it to consolidate its foundation 
for national reconstruction and development, which will in 
turn bring about the development of foreign trade with China. 
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China by foreigners. It was not until the 12th Year 
(1923) of the Chinese Republic that a set of Provisional 
Measures Governing Factories was promulgated by the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce of the now defunct Peking Government. 
Though they were not enforced at that time, they were, 
however, considered unacceptable by the authorities of the 
Foreign Settlements in Shanghai. i 
Subsequent to its establishment, the : 
National Government has been paying special attention te i 
the welfare and interests of workers and was able to 
promulgate, after repeated revisions, the Regulations 
Governing the Inspection of Factories in the 20th Year 
(1931) of the Chinese Republic, and the Revised Factory 
Act as well as the Regulations Governing Its Enforcement, 
in the 2lst Year. Following the promulgation of these ' 
measures, the authorities of the Foreign Settlements in | 
Shanghai at once declared that the factories located inside 
the limits of the Foreign Settlements were not to be subject 
to inspection by the Chinese authorities. As a result of 
repeated energetic negotiations, which took about five 
years, between Mr. O.K. Yui, then Chief Secretary of the 
Shanghai City Government, and Mr. S. Fessenden, Secretary- 
General of the S.M.C., a draft agreement over this question a 
Was drawn up on June 24 last year. However, it was 
subsequently turned down by the Consular Body when it was 
submitted for their endorsement. For this reason, the 
question has remained outstanding. 
In rejecting the draft agreement, the 
Consular Body stated that this agreement could only be 
applicable to those factories established inside the 
Settlement by Chinese but not to foreign-owned factories, 
the inspection of which by the Chinese authorities would 
mean a deprivation of privileges allowed in the existing 
treaties to those foreigners who enjoy extraterritoriality 
or consular jurisdiction. The Consular Body also declared 
that the S.M.C. has no right to make any concessions to the 
Chinese authorities in connection with this problem because 
it is a question between the Chinese Government and the 
various Foreign Powers concerned. What a misleading 
statement this ist The term used by the Consular Body to 
the effect that the S.M.C. has no right to make concessions 
to the Chinese authoritiesy)...i, when explained from a 
legal point of view, means really that the 5.M.C, has no ‘ 
right to prevent the Chinese authorities from conducting j 
factory inspection inside the Settlement, There can never 
arise in this controvergy the question of making concessions 
or note If this be the case, then it is only the Chinese 
authorities which are offering concessions to the S.M.C., 
as they are compelled to negotiate with the S.M.C. over 
this question because of the existing circumstances. It | 
seems that the Consular Body, when declaring that factory 
inepection is a question between the Chinese Government and 
the various Foreign Powers concerned, was suspicious of 
the attitude of the National Government because the latter | 
had charged the Shanghai City Government with this task 
instead of resorting to negotiations through proper diplomatic 
channels.

SOMB LEGAL ASPECTS OF THE QUESTION OF CONSULAR JURISDICTION 


Before proceeding, I have to point out 
herewith that this article was written not for the purpose 
of dealing with the question as to whether or not the 
consular jurisdiction enjoyed by the various Foreign Powers 
in China should be abolished but for the purpose of 
studying from a legal aspect the meaning of consular 
jurisdiction. 

Pollowing the attainment of this special 
privilege in China by the various Foreign Powers, China 
wes placed in a very unequal position, Not content with 
their enjoyment of this privilege in China, the Powers 
have always deliberately misinterpreted the meaning of 
consular jurisdiction despite its legal aspects, thereby 
causing China to suffer more loss of her sovereign tights. 
That the consular jurisdiction enjoyed by the various 
Foreign Powers in China should be abolished is true, but 
it should not be overlooked that following the abolition 
of this system, the Powers can still apbly to the provisions 
of the existing treaties as a means of shelter. China 
should, however, strongly denounce any improper tendencies 
that the Foreign Powers may have to attain unreasonable 
privileges in China by means of deliberate misinterpretation 
of the meaning of the term: "consular jurisdiction" without 
due consideration of the legal aspects of this Question. 

In view of the fact that the wasons given by the foreign 
nations sound quite reasonable and seem at firat to be 
full of legal justification, the Chinese authorities, if 
they are ignorant of the legal aspects of this question, 
are very likely to be led astray. 

Recently, the foreigners (referring to those 
who enjoy consular jurisdiction in China), under the pretext 
of the existence of consular jurisdiction, have refused to 
observe the Chinese laws for the enforcement of factory 
inspection and the éollection of income tax, They remain 
persistent in their attitude and continue to misinterpret 
the meaning of the terms "consular jurisdiction” despite 
the denouncement and criticisms of the Chinese Governments 
The Chinese populace, without first. carefully studying 
the problem, likewise consider that the views of the Foreign 
Powers have a legal basis. For this reason, it seems 
necessary that a study should be made as to the exact 
legal meaning of consular jurisdiction.

Through the long grim corridors of Philadelphia's City Hall a man walked. He 
was looking up at one little sign after another that hung outside the rooms. 


Apparently he was a stranger in the Hall. He did not look like a politician, 
a city employee, a lawyer's runner, or any of the particular "hangers-on" that 
gather there. Another man stepped up to him to inquire if he could help hin. 
The second man, obviously, belonged. You can always tell by the way they 
dress, by their manners. 


The stranger stated his mission. He wanted to open a new business. The two 
fell into a conversation. A third man, also a City Hall person, joined them. 
He knew the second man. 


Then the second man excused himself and disappeared into an obscure, dark hall- 
way that led off from the main corridor. He quickly stepped into a room - a 
room in which there were racks and racks of small photographs. Everybody imows 
it as the “rogues gallery". Finding the one he was looking for he scrutinized 
it for a moment then darted up a stairway further back in the dark hallway to 
another room two floors above. 


Tifteen minutes later he was back with the two men who were still talking in the 
corridor. His canpanion quickly spoke up to the stranger. 


"You were looking for the Permit Department?” he asked, as though the stranger's 
mission had just occurred to him. "Yell, that’s around on the south corridor - 
Room 568. You'll find it." The stranger went on his way.

Throughout the mountainous, wooded territory of Pennsylvania, country that 
provides excellent hideouts for criminals, through which they can speed over 
secluded roads in any direction to escape the hands of the law, Western Electric 4 
installers rushed the telephone typewriter terminal equipment. It went to y 
strategic locations laid out by the police and the Telephone Company. i

Among the 33 towns and cities tied in by this network is Scranton in the coal 
regicns, Williemsnort in the forest district, O11 City and Butler in the oil 
regions and Uniontown in the broad rolling mow:tains of the southern part of 
the State. In less than five minutes ea police message can be broadcast by 
means of the telephone typewriter throughout the 45,126 square miles of the 
state. 


Transmitting apparatus is located at three Zone Headquarters in Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh and Wyoming, besides the Central Headquarters at Harrisburg. 
Receiving machines are located in these Gone Headquarters, as well as arnng e 
the 33 cities, in County Detective Headquarters, State Police substations or 3 
barracks and in municipal police headquarters as in Philadelphia. In that city x 
there is a local telephone typewriter tying in 40 police stations. 


A message transmitted fran any one of the Zone Headquarters over the typewriter- 
like instrument is received just like a typewritten note over the receiving 
m chines througnout the zoe. 


About half-past ten one night, just after all the children in the congested 
South Philadelphia area were off the streets to bed, two men walked into the 
South 4th Street Garage. One of them drew a gun and backed the garage attendant 
against a wall. The other man started a straight-eight sedan. In another 
minute they were roaring up 4th Street. 


The night attendant called police. He described the two hold-up men. 


Ten minutes later at City Hall a message was sent out over the local telephone 
typewriter system. It also went out over the state set-up covered by the 
Philadelphia Zone, and to the General Headquarters at Harrisburg, where it was 
transmitted throughout the state. This was the message, designated by the 
police code system as General 89 - Ph 18:

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The message came tapping in over the receiving station in the State Police 
Headquarters at Greensburg, Pa., in the far western section of the state. 


The two hold-up men in their *high-powered sedan" took to the secluded roads 
through mountain ranges, deep forests. The dark night protected them. One 
would think they were easily escaping all possible capture. They probably 
checkled with such confidence themselves. 


Over two and a half hours of steady, furious driving had taken them far from 
the scene of their "job". They were wise, they thought. So many crvoks, like 
fools, hang around afterward. They would stop off in Greensburg for a cup of 
coffee. A State Trooper on his motorcycle leisurely patrolled the main high- 
way through Greensburg. Tucked in his pocket was a piece of paper carrying 
the description of a green car - two men - one with a gun. 


Ten minutes later this message came tapping in at City Hall, Philadelphia.

Within three hours after "the job was pulled”, just as long as it took the two 
men to travel across the state, the arrest was made. 


"I used to put all my faith in the night stick - the black jack - the gun", 
said Chief Dispatcher Dougherty, a dyed-in-tje-wool "cop" of 30 years service, 
"Now I put all my faith in this - the telephone typewriter.

One night late last December a band of masked men robbed a grocery 

store in a Western Pennsylvania, town und made their escape. It was the old story - 

defenceless storekeeper surprised at his work, sudden appearance of armed thugs, 

crisp command to "Stick 'em up!" Then the hurried rifling of the till, the slan- 

ming of sedan doors, the roar of a motor as the bandit car lurched through darkened 


streets and broke for the open country. The "get-away" in the parlance of the under- 


world, 
But in this part cular case, it was not to be the old story, after all. 


A few days before, the Pennsylvania State Police had put in service a telephone 
typewriter system linking some ninety-five cities, towns, villages and smaller po- 
lice outposts scattered throughout the state into a far-flung mesh of wires; a trap 
to catch just such enemies of law and order as were now making their dash for 
liberty. 

Ten minutes after the robbery was reported to the nearest troop bar- 
racks of the state police, details of the affair had been tapped off on telephone 
typewriter receiving machines in twenty-nine towns of Western Pennsylvania from 
zone headquarters at Pittsburgh and orders given to watch every highway over which 
the criminals might be expected to attempt to escape. To have sent this informa- 
tion to thse sane towns under the old method of telegrams and telephone culls would 
have required severol hours, according to the state police sergeant who reported 
the crime. As a matter of fact, any crime, committed anywhere in the coumonwealth, 


could have been broadcast as quickly, not alone to the police of a single zone, but 
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to every one of more than a hundred receiving machines connected with the system 


and serving the entire state. 


After being subjected to the rigorous test of day-by-day service in 
New York City, in Boston, in St. Louis, in Kanaas City and in Buffalo, the tele- 
phone typewriter has proved its value to mmicipal police, as it has on 4 some- 


what broader scale in Connecticut, where a network connecting a chain of cities 


has been in successful operation for some time. 


The installation of the system in Pennsylvania, however, approaches 
the problem of the prevention of crime and the preservation of the peace as being 
one of statewide interest, to be solved, not separately by the several communities 


of a state, but by bringing about closer cooperation between them, on a state- 
wide basis. 


New Aspects of the Crime Problem 
It is becoming increasingly evident that the crime problems of the 
large city and those of the small and isolated community are really different 


aspects of the same problem; that the interests of city and country are common 


interests; that the city patrolman, pacing the pavement of his beat and swing- 


ing his nightstick, and the state trooper, sitting astride his horse or motor- 


cycle at some country crossroad, are public servants engaged in performing one 


and the same duty. 


Changed conditions have created new phases of the problem of protect- 


ing society against ite own lawless element. The automobile has proved a boon 


to humanity, but it has also proved a potential menace to society's safety in 


rural districts as well as in congested city streets. Hit-and-run drivers are among 


the new school of criminals produced by the modern age, and they are found on 


country lanes as well as on city boulevards. The automobile has proved, moreover, 
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a potent instrument in the hands of those who commit the more deliberate crimes 
of violence. 


iurder has become motorized and banditry thrives bec:use escape 
has been made easy by hich-speed transportation facilities, 


Time was when rural crine was largely confined to chicken-stealing 


and similar minor offenses, conceived and executed by local residents. 


Crime in 
the rural districts and small towns today is far more likely to bear the trade- 
mark of some well organized band of experts in outlawry carefully engineered in 
the urban underworld and carried out with the aid of all the instrumentalities : 
which a machine age has placed in the hands of the lawless as well es the law- * 

abiding. Crimes committed in the city, on the other hand, may be the work of 
racketeers who, when the chase makes their accustomed haunts too uncomfortable, 


betake themselves to some secluded farm selected in advince as a haven of refuce. 


In short, the distinction between rural crime und urban crime is becoming cons- 
tantly less definite. 


Crime has no geographical boundaries; 
the preservation of the peace can have none.

If crime is to be considered as a 
problem of society as a whole and to be dealt with on a broad geographical basis, 


it is obvious that there must be the closest possible co-operation between the 
police authorities of the several communities concerned. 


It is jWst as obvious 
that these police authorities, in order thus to co-operate with each other, must 


be provided with the swiftest, simplest and surest facilities for conmunication 
that it is possible to devise. 


That is why Pennsylvania, in searching for a com- 


munication system that will make it possible for city police and state troopers 


to work more closely together, has turned to the telephone typewriter. 


How the Systan Operates 


eats 


The telephone typewriter equipment employed in police work is essential- 


ly sinilar to that used in brokerage houses, business concerns, commercial air 


transport companies and press associations for the transmission of written mes- 
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sages. Each complete installation consists of at least one sendins and receiving 
machine and one or more receiving-only muchines. By means of electrically con- 
trolled mechanisms which it is not necessary to describe in the present article, 
whatever is written on a sending and receiving machine can be instantly received 
and recorded in typewritten form on any or all machines connected with the circuit. 
The operator simply types his message on a keyboard similar to that of a standard 


typewriter und what he writes is automatically recorded on the receiving machines, 
whether there is anyone there to receive it or not, 


A&A permanent record is mde by 
both the transmitting and receiving machines, and extra carbon copies may be made 
if desired. 


The system recently installed by the Pennsylvania state police consists 
of more than 5,400 miles of telephone circuits, connecting Central Headquarters at 


Harrisburg with Zone Headquarters at Philadelphia, Pittsburgh and ifyoming. 


Each 
of these, in turn, is connected with the various local barracks or stations of 
which it forms the central point. 


The Central Headquarters is equipped with one 
regular and one emergency machine capable of both sending and receiming and a 


radial telephone typewriter switchboard with a capacity of twenty-four lines. Hack 
Zone Headquarters is similarly equipped, and has also one machine for receiving 
only. 


Central Headquarters has three receiving-only instruments. Alt of the rest 
of the instruments throughout the state are of the receiving-only type. In all 
cases the receiving machines are equipped to take a page of paper eight and one- 


helf inches wide, which may be inserted page by page or fed into the machin from 
a roll. 


Ten channeis spread out fan-wise from Herrisburg to various parts of 


the state. These channels may be used singly or simultaneously. Branch circuits 


connect each of the Zune Headquarters with all of the police receiving; stations in 
its district or zone. 


Over the channels between Central Headquarters and the res- 
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pective Zone Headquarters it is possible to carry on two-wcy simultaneous 


(duplex) service. 


In actual operation, the system works in this way: the local or 


| state police official in charge of the investigation of a crime telephones his 
| :

report to the nearest Zone Headquarters, which immediately puts the necessary 
information on the wire for transmission to all stations of its own zone and also 


E 
to Central Headquarters, where it may be retransmitted, if desired, to any or all 


of the other zones of the state. Broadcasting a piece of important police infor- 


mation may thus be accomplished in a few minutes, the measage appearing simulta- 


neously on 102 receiving machines scattered from one end of the state to the 
other» 


The Pennsylvania network is a Bell System installation, the circuits 


being provided and the machines installed by the Bell Telephone Company of Penn- 
sylvania. 


Connecticut's City-Linking Circuit 
Next to that of Pennsylvania, the most extensive telephone typewriter 


system now in operation, in point of territory covered, is that used by the m- 


nicipal police departments in certain cities in Connecticut. Unlike that of 


Pennsylvania, this network ia not state-operated, but its coverage is now almost 
state-wide. The system was put in operation by mutual agreement on the part of 


the cities sefved, the machines and circuits being leased through the Southern 


New England Telephone Company. The cities now connected with the circuit are 


Hartford, New Britain, Bristol, Waterbury, Naugatuck, Middletown, Meridian, Derby 


(which also serves Shelton and Ansonia by telephone), Danbury, Willimantic, New 


London, Bridgeport, Stamford and Norwalk. In addition to the Hartford police 


installation, the latter city has also one in the office of the Connecticut Motor 
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Vehicle Commission. The police department of Sprinsfield, Mass., is also 


connected with the system. The network is equipped for two-way transmissim 


between all stations, so that eny station can communicate with any other station 
on the circuit. 


The connection with the state motor vehicle registration offices has been 


of great value in obtaining prompt information as the ownership of cars identified 
‘. by number only. One of the outstanding advantages of such a network as that of 


Connecticut or Pennsylvania is its use in connection with the recovery of stolen 


automobiles. An illustration of the effectiveness of the telephone typewriter for 


this purpose is a recent case in Connecticut. On January 3, at 12:45 peme, & 


Norwalk resident reported to the police of that city that she had just seen 4 man, 


poe 


whom she described, get into her roadster, which had been left standing in front : 


of her home, and drive off toward Stamford. The Norwalk police immediately sent 


word of the theft to Stamford and other neighboring cities by telephone ty rewriter 
and at 1:10 p.m. the Stamford police reported, also by telephone typewriter, that 


they had halted the car and vlaced the driver and another man under arrest. 


Incidentally, a stronz point in favor of the telephone typewriter as a 


means of commmnication between police departments, particularly in cases of this 


kind, is its usefulness in giving prompt notice of arrests and the recovery of 


property reported stolen. ‘This enables the police in all cities that have re-

ceived the original notification of the crime to mark the case off their records 


and stop workin; on it. Besides the o¥vious advantage of saving the police an i 


enormous amount of ncsdless effort, this prompt reporting of recovery of stolen 
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cars frequently forestalls a situation which, though amusing to everybody except

Twenty-nine of the thirty-three city, village and 


town police departments of the county have arranged for interconmunication by 


means of a telephone typewriter circuit. The officers of the sheriff of the 


county and of the police department of the County Parkway Commission are also con- 


nected with this system. Consideration is being given to the idea of conrecting 


this system with those of Connecticut and the New York City Police Department. 
Other state and municipal police departments have the installation of 
telephone typewriter systems under consideration or are now in the process of plan-~ 


ning the details of putting such networks into service. 


Seience has given the fugitive from justice the advantage of the high- 
speed automobile and even of the airplane; has armed the murderer with the machine 
gun; has made the cracksman doubly efficient by providing hin with nitroglycerine. 


But science has also placed in the hands of society modern means of communication

away, are tapping out messages of vital importance, not alone to the police, mt to 


the public as a whole. The very existence of the far-flung networks which connsct 


these clocking machines is a restraining force that brings the hope that America 


may become a safer place for everybody ~- except criminals.

We have the honour to send you copy of a circular 
relating to serious cases of fraud perpetrated during the 
past few years by means of false bills of lading the author 
of which, in consequence of compléints made at Lausanne, 
Switzerland, has been arrested at Tournai, Belgium. 


Since then our investigations have led to the 
discovery of numerous other cases of fraud . We have 
received information from the London Folice that the 
Shanghai Commercial and Savings Bank of Shanghai has heen 
victimized through documentary credits whibh it had opened 
with the London Branch of the Gifranty Trust Co. of New 
York in favour of Sir John Kerr, 60 Boulevard de la 
Petrusse, Luxemburg. This individual is none other than 
Christo Carifelis, the author of numerous cases of fraud 
perpetrated under different names and who has succeeded in 
securing money by means of false bills of lading and false 
inaurence policies. Similar frauds have been perpetrated 
on the Industrial and Commercial Bank of Hongkong. 


We request you kindly to inform us whether 
Carifalis under the name of John Kerr or ZL. O. Baird 
or Cragter or John J. Dennis or under any of the other 
aliases given in our circular has been sought for in your 
country.

Messrs. S. E- Kwok and Co., a Chinese firm established 
at HHongkong, having accepted offers of paper pulp from 
Le O. Baird, a fictitious mill proprietor of Czecho-Slovakia, 
gaving his address as Lausanne-Ouchy, opened documentary 
credits at the Banque Franco-Chinoise for the Industrial 
and Commercial Agency of Hongkong for a total of £7988 
in favour of L. QO. Baird. Upon L. O. Baird producing 
to the Paris Branch of the Banque Franco-Chinoise the 
bills of lading to show that the goods ordered by Kwok 
and Co. had been dispatched by the Ostasiatbiske Co. of 
Oslo the Bank paid out by cheques a total of £7988 on 
the security of the surrender of these documents. The 
cheques were cased at the Union of Swiss Bankgat ‘ 
Lausanne by Baird through the medium of one Cela de Santi, . 
daughter of Achille and Isabelle nee Pokorni, born on 
May 8, I88@ at Venice, native of France, unmarried. 


Subsequently it was ascertained that the bills 
of lading were false und thet the goods had never been 
dispatched. It was a case of a new and very clever 
method of fraud. a complaint was lodged by the Banque 
Franco-Chinoise and the Magistrate of Lausanne commenced 
a criminal investigation and issued warrants against: 

I the so-called L. O. Baird and 
2) his accomplice Cela de Santi. 


The investigations led to the arrest of Cela de 
Santi, formerly known under the name of Enrici, at 
Tournai, Belgium, on December 14, 1929, and of the 
so-called ZL. O. Baird at Tournai on December I9, 1929. 


Baird was identified as Christo Carifalis son 
of Jean and Kotore, born on October 22, I876 or 1877 
at Ikaria, Greece, domiciled at Ikaria, a native of 
Greece. 


When interrogexted in prison, Carifalis confessed 
to having perpetrated a fraud on the Banque Frunco-Chinoise 
and acknowledge having cashed a sum of 200,000 Swiss francs 
through the woman de Santi, according to the statement of 
account of the Union of Swiss Banks. 


Carifalis appears to be the same person who, 
under the name of Sir John Kerr alias John J. Dennis 
alias Xenophon Kallis, resided at Geneva and Lausanne 
in 1926 and he very probably was the author of a fraud 
perpetrated on the Societe Marseillaise de Credit at ; 
Lausanne. Qn June 26, I926 he cashed a forged cheque # 
for 2220.40 R.M. (?reichmarks) to the order of Frank ; 
Re Hiller drawn by the amsterdamache Bank at Rotterdam d 
on the Darmstadter Bank at Frankfort. The affair at the g 
time was the subject of criminal investigation at Lausanne Fe Fi 
and later in Holland but the offender was never discovered. q ry 
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Frank R. Hiller lived at No. II Clarendon 
Road, London. During a stay at Vevey in 1926 Kerr gave 
his address as Lechorm Road, Harlesdem, N.W. I0. 


Carifalis, who used the name of Sir John Kerr 
to cash the cheque, c#shed another cheque at Geneva 
in March I927 to the order of John J. Dennis endorsed 
in blank by the latter. The relation between Kerr 
and Dennis is thus established. On the other hand, 
Dennis, who is the holder of post office box No. 357 at 
the Rive Post Office, Geneva, caused his mail to be 
forwarded to the address of Kallis (Post Office Box 
Jordils, Lausanne, No. 17613). The wife of de Santi 
acknowledged that Baird and Kallis----and consequently 
Kerr and Dennis----were one and the same person and 
this our investigations have confirmed. 


Carifalis appears to be also the same person 
as Walther He Knopper, notofied in the Swiss Police 
Gazette Article No. 8834 in 1925 by the Police 
Depertment of Bale for a serious case of swindling 
perpetrated on hessrs. J. Menasce Fils. of Cairo 
and on the Banque d'Industrie at athens. 


At the time of arrest Carifalis was in possession 
of the following articles:- 

I) A British passport in the name of Charles 
Hunter Knox, British, born on July 10, 1877. 

2) a British passport in the name of John 
Craster, British, born on March I2, I877. ‘ 


The following articlesere found in a luggage 
depot at the Hotel Yerminus, Faris:- 


3) aA British passport in the name of John 
Stewart Todd, born on May 19, I879. 

4) A&A passport, which appears to be genuine, in 
the name of Christo Carifalis, Greek. 


Carifalis also made use of the following name: 
Charles Bellot, No. I9 Aldine Street. He had amongst 
his papers a letter-head bearing this name and on which 
his profession is given as Solicitor. 


Investigatiogs conducted by the London Police 
revealed that a boarding house is being maintained at 
this address and according to what could be verified 
Cela de Santi is known there. She had commissioned the 
proprietress of the boarding house to receive all mails 
addressed to Bellot and to forward them to the uddress 
of J. A. Craster at Lausanne, Box St. Francis in 
envelops prepared for this purpose. 


Later Mra. Butler whom the London Police describe 
as an honest woman but a little simple was informed that 
letters addressed to ~L. 0. Baird would reach her and 
that she was to hand them to a Mr. Hudson who would call 
for them and who in fact did call for then. 


Christo Carifalis alias Craster etc. claims to 
have an accomplice named Black or Blak residing at this 
boarding house who had furnished the false bills of lading 
and the false papers of identification. His stutements 
on this point are rather evasive. Investigations are 
praceeding to ascertain whether such a person really é 
exists or whether he is Carifalis himself. In the ‘ 
note-book of addresses belonging to Carifalis occurs the - 
following entry: W. H. Blake, No. 2 Catherine Street, ? 
Dundee, Scotland. This man may have been the accomplice. “F 
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The false documents in the affair of the Banque 
Franco-Chinoise were sent by Black to Evian, Postal Box D. 
at the time when he cabhed the cheques between Merch, 1929 
and November, 1929 Carifalis was living at the Villa Les 
Genets, Avenue de la Grande Rive at Evian. 


We &lso noted the names of Knogen and Collins employed 
by Carifalis or one of his accomplices when he perpetrated 
a swindle under the name of Knopper on Messrs. J. Menasce 
of Cairo and on the Banque d*Industrie of athens. The 
following also appeared in his notes: C. Enrici; C. de 
Santi, No. 58a Sincliir Road, W. I4. This address was 
still that of A. C. Leake-Dawson according to the 
note-book of Carifalis and later that of H. Dale-Dawson 
according to the printed letter paper and envel ops found 
at the home of Carifalis and inscribed as follows3:- 


H. Dale Dawson, 86a Sinclair Road, 
Exporter. London, W. 14. 


Carifalis is, without doubt, the author of other 
cases of fraud. The investigations have revealed so far 
that he has been in correspondence recently with 
especially Japan and the following addresses of firms 
to which he has made offers of paper etc. have been found:- 


The Sumitomo Bank, Ltd., Osaka, Japan. 

Sugiyama Co., Ltd. Kiomachibori 2, Osaka. 
Jinfound Trading Co. 

Hattory Trading Co., Ltd., Ginza Nichome, Tokyo. 


One of his principal methods consists of having 

a temporary lodging place in various cities throughout 
Europe. In this manner, he had false luggage and false 
passports to Lille, France, to Metx, Alsace, to Paris etc. 
as well as letter hest=z boxes at numerous addresses whence 
his letters are re-forwarded to his various assumed names. 
At the address of Charles Bellot who lives at the 

Butler boarding house, I9 Aldine Street, London, we found3; 


One post box in the name of Craster, St. Francis 
Post Office, Lausanne. 

One post box No. I7350 in the name of Baird, 
Jordils Post Office, Lausanne.

Messrs. S. Es Kwok and Coe, a Chinese firm established 
at HHongkong, having accepted offers of paper pulp from 
Le Oe Baird, a fictitious mill proprietor of Czecho-Slovakia, 
géving his address as Lausanne-Ouchy, opened documentary 
credits at the Banque Franco-Chinoise for the Industrial 
and Commercial Agency of Hongkong for a total of £7988 
in favour of Le O. Baird.

Road, London. During a stay at Vevey in 1926 Kerr gave 
hie address as Lechorm Road, Harlesdem, NeW.

Carifalis, who used the name of Sir John Kerr 
to cash the cheque, cashed another cheque at Geneva 
in March 1927 to the order of John J. Dennis endorsed 
in blank by the latter. The relation between Kerr 
and Dennis is thus established. On the other hand, 
Dennis, who is the holder of post office box No, 357 at 
the Rive Post Office, Geneva, caused hia mail to be 
forwarded to the address of Kallis (Post Office Box 
Jordils, Lausanne, No. I7613). The wife of de Santi 
acknowledged that Baird and Kallis----and consequently 
Kerr and Dennis~---were one and the same person and 
this our investigations have confirmed.

With the probable object of concealing his funds, 
Carifalis had cash deposits in numerous banks amongst 
which were the following s- 


At the Swiss Bank Corporation, London, No. 99 
Greshan Street, about £4600. This money has been 
transferred on an order issued by Carifalis from his 
prison at Tournail to Measrs. Leader, Plunkett and Leader, 
soliciters, No. 49 Newgate Street, London. 

At the Bante d'Alsace and de Lorraine, a sum of 
255,000 French francs. This money has been sequestrated. 

At the Lloyd's National and Provincial Bank, No. 43 
Boulevard des Capucines at Paris where a sum of francs 23520 
is on deposit in the name of Mrs. Carifalis. 

At the London Branch of the Lloyd's National and 
Frovinoial Bank, Lombard Street, where there is a deposit 
also in the name of Mrs. Carifalis. 

At the Credit Commercial de France, I05 Avenue des 
Champs Elysees, a deposit of francs 18,000 in the name 
of O. Carifalis. 

At the Societe Francais, Brussels, an account in 
the name of Craster. 

At the Midland Bank, Ltd., Gracechurch Street, a 
deposit 68 the name of Darlymple, 52 Jeffreys Road. 

At the Societe de Banque Suisse at Lausanne, a 
deposit of 20,000 Swiss francs in the name of Mra, 
Carifalis and another of I500 Swiss francs in the name of 
QC. Carifalis were sequestrated. 


Carifalis had dealings with other banks, especially 
the Banque d'Outremer, Brussels, the Banque Belge Pour 
l'Etranger, No. 4 Bishopse-gate, E.C. 2, the Banque Federal 
at Lausanne and investigations are being made to 
ascertain whether there are deposits in my of these 
banks. An investigation is also being made to ascertain 
whether the fraud committed under the various aliases 
had resulted in any transactions with other banks and 
whether there are deposits of funds or securities. 

Such funds and securities will also be sequestrated. 


Little is known of the former life history of 
Carifalis. He declares that he was formerly a paper 
merchant with offices at No. 3 Tuder Street, London. 
Information may be sought at this address which he has 
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he has also resided. He states that he has four sons! 
Leonidas who is in London (Sehool# of Economies), Platon 
who is on holiday in Paris, Jean and Theodore who are at 
present in Greece with the mother. According to the 
Belgian notification of 1926, article I1094 we learn that 
Cheedere Carifalis was born on October 28, 1904 at 
Alexandria. On one occasion he was sentenced with his 
father to seven mohkths imprisonment for fraud and false 
passports. any information regarding these people and 
especially in regard to the plates where Theodore 
Carifalis has been staying will prove useful because 
it is possible his complicity in the present case may 
be subsequently established. ; 

The Chiefs of Police in Switzerland and foreign 
countries to whom the present circular is being sent 
are kindly requewted to institute an active 
investigation with the object of ascertaining who 
Carifalis is, who are his accomplices and the persons 
with whom he has had relations, whether he has committed 
any other offences, whether he has any letter boxes 
bedides those already referred to above. 


Banks to which this circular has been sent 
are also requested to make an investigation with the 
object of ascertaining whether Carifalis has any 
deposits, accounts or safety deposits in any of the 
name} of which a list is appended or in the names of 
members of his family.

The man concerned, Frank E. Collins, is I8 years 
of age, and a native of Sudbury, Ontario, Canada, in 
which town he has relatives. pPrevibus to January 1930 
ne was employed by the international Nickel Company, with 
a factory in his home town, as a labourer. 

On January Ii, 1930, he boa:ded the “Hmpress of ssiu" 
at Vancouver as a stowaway and reached Honolulu where he 
lived for about three weeks. His quest for work being 
unsuccessful he boarded the freight ship "jtanley Dollar" 
as a stowaway. under the impression that the ship was 
@dailing direct to Jan Francisco. wJuring tuis trip, his 
presence on board was discovered and he was handed over 
to the Immigration axuthorities at J:anila, who shipped hin . 
Hongkong where tie competent shipping s»utnorities invest: 
his cage and forthwith resurned him to Manila on the 
"Presiaent Jetferson". Permission for him to land in that 
poet was refused tnerefore he as compelled to work his 
passage to Sthunghai on the saie boat. arriving in this 
city, Collins was allowed to land, but a few hours before 
the “president Jeiferson" sailed, he ajain stowed away.
